C., Nov. 5.—Adm’'‘ral 
Cervera’s once proud flagship, the Infanta 
Maria Teresa, now lies at the bottom of 
the ocean, 30 miles north of the Isiand of 
San Salvador, where the sea {is three’ miles 
deep. She made her first trip beneath the 
waters on July 3 last, off Santiago; she 
made her second and last descent at mid- 
night Tuesday last. But for the heroic work 
of the wrecking tug, I. J. Merritt, more 
than 100 brave men would have gone down | 
with the ship. 

The tug Merritt to-day came to the city, 
bringing the officers and crew of the foun- | 
dered ship, and a merry, bedraggled crowd | 
of tars they were. They came just as they | 
had dropped over the edge of the Maria}! 
Teresa four days before—some without 
hats and harefooted; some in overalls,

The Heroic Efforts of American Sea- 
men Could Not Save the Ship. 


WASHINGTON, 5.—The Maria Te- 
resa sank during a storm at_midnight last 
Tuesday, within 30 miles of e Island of 
San Salvador, and Hes in 2600 fathoms 
(three miles) of water. Her crew aban- 
doned the ship before she went down and 
are now at Charleston, 8. C, 

The first news of the disaster came in a 
dispatch from the Teresa's commander, 
Harris, to Secretary Long. 

Upon receipt of the news the naval offi- 
cers attached to the Navigation Bureau !m- 
mediately. consulted the charts to locate 
the scene of the disaster. 

The location its 24 degrees north latitude 
by 74-30 west longitude, about 235 miles dis- 
tant from Nassau. At the time the Teresa 
sunk she was about 319 miles distant from 
Caimanera, the port fram which she 
atarted a |'ttle over two days before. 

Looking at this chart it was not difficult 
for the officers at the department to see 
how the ehip had foundered under the in- 
fluence of a heavy northeast gale reported.

Studied Theology and Is Now One of 
the Most Gifted and Fearless De- 
nouncers of Corruption 
and Vice.

‘PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 5.—From a music 
hall trapeze to the pulpit of a Baptist 
church its a long Jump, even for an acro- 
bat, yet the Rev. Charles H. Fitzwilllam 
of this city has made it. 

Many years ago. when he was a lad, he 
was the pet of vaudeville shows, an adept 
with cards, at home in the smoke-laden, 
liquor-scented air of cheap theaters. Then 
he was “Little Charlie,”” one of the clev- 
erest trapeze performers in England, 

To-day he is the Rev. Charles H, Fitz- 
william, pastor of the Fifth Baptist Church 
of Pittsburg, whose eloquent denunciations 
of vice have made him a terror to evil- 
doers. 

The story of his life is unique. His 
father, William Thomas Fitzwilliam, was 
the inventor of the perilous double somer- 


eault act from the flying trapeze. His 
mother was a beaut.ful Italian opera 
einger. 

When the son was four years old he was 
taught acrobatic feats to please the pub- 
lic, and soon uppeared In concert halls In 
ingland. When he was 9 his mother died 
in Paris, and from that time the boy trav- 
eled with his father, g.v.ng performances 
in the principal cities-of the continent. 

They returned to London, where one 
nignt, as Wiliam F.tzw.iiiam leaped 
through the air he missed the rope and 
fell to his death. 

Charies Fitzwilliam was then 12 years 
old, an orphan a.one in the great city. In 
the pocke h.s ragged trousers were 
18 pence. But he had the courage that he 
has shown in his efforts to purify Pitts- 
burg, and particularly: in his vehement at- 
tacks upon the police department officials, 
who, he says, wink at vice and cloak crime 
for ga.n. 

He was not dismayed. He resolved to 
make his own way in the world. Sometimes 
he sobbed, himself. to sleep, but when morn- 
ing caine he would wash away his tears 
and start out again to fight the world with 
his childish fists. - 

At last he succeeded in securing in a shop 
in the Pall Mall employment that would 
keep hunger away. With part of his wages 
he rented a little room in a tall tenement 
and entered upon his solitary life. 

For breakfast he would have a cup of 
coffee and two buns, costing 3 cents; this 
was usually his most sumptuous meal, This 
Nfe went.on with little improvement until 
he was 16. and then young Charles Fitz- 
william resolved. to start out in the world. 

Having reached this determ nation he 
“Watked. barefooted. ragged, but determined, 
from London to Lancashire, 198 miles, with 
the hope of finding more profitable employ- 
Inent. 

It was a disreputable looking young tramp 
that one day went to one of the large ma- 
chine shops itn Lancashire and asked for 
work, but there was something in the lad’s 
earnest’ manner and his eager face that 
caused the foreman to give him a job. 

It had been his ambition to be @ ma- 
chinist, and-he went about his new duties 
with a zeal. He bought books with his sav- 
ings, and tried to gain an education. 

Then the Bulgarian atrocities startled 
the world, and the citizens of Lancashire 
held a public meeting to denounce them, 
Charles Fitzwilliam was In the audience, 
his gift of oratory unknown to himself. 
At a critical stage of the meeting, unable 
to remain quiet. Fitzwilliam leaped to his 
feet, crying: “Mr. Chairman, am not 
satisfied with the resolutions.”’ 

Then In a torrent of forcible English he 

oured out his feelings and his opinions. 
Many of the listeners were his fellow- 
workmen. Aft last they 
thelr anpleuse. Then there was a loud 
ery: “Charlie, take the chair! Charlle, take 
the chair'” 

Soon after that Charlies Fitzwilliam be- 
came a minister of the roscrel. The haunts 
of old had test their fasectration for h'm, 

In 1877 the Rev. Char'es Fitzwill'am came 
to America. and since then hase devoted 
*Aimself to ministerial work ‘n Loutstana. 
As an acrobat, he recelved a eniendid phys- 
feal training, and he ts to-day a man of 
magnificent nbwsiaie It ts a lone look 
backward now from the man of God stand- 
Ing In bis pulrit and thundering out invec- 
tions upon wickedness. to the slender lad 
pearine f-om the dirrvy he'eht of his swine- 
ng traneze and catch'n with unerring atm 
the father who ewnne to meet him. while 
the breathless crowd helow overturned their 
half-emoty elasses tn their excitement and 
then shanted “hravos.”

Billy Maloney Recalls It by Reason of 
the Maria Theresa.

The sinking of the Maria Teresa off San 
Salvador recalls to Billy Maloney, the vet- 
eran jamitor at the Fourth District Station, 
memor.es of a similar mishap to the Brit- 
ish ship Itaska in the Indian Ocean, 30 
years ago. 

At that time Billy was a sailor in the 
Queen's navy. The taska was at Port 
Ceylon, and Billy was one of its crew, 
Orders were received one day to go post 
haste to the Micawbas Islands. where it 
was reported a number of English soldiers 
had been massacred by the natives, 

“We set out In a calm sea,”’ saya the 
gray-haired old warrior, in describing his 
experience, “and were scarcely 500 yards 
from shore when the bow of the veseel 
struck a rock. The water poured into the 
damaged ship and we were in tmminent 
danger of drowning, When we were res- 
cued. After we resumed the jour- 
ney. We left at 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
and at 4 o'clock the following morning the 
ship sprung a leak. There was tremendous 
excitement on board, and 1 said all the 
yrayers I had ever learned. But somehow 
Providence was with us, and after retrac- 
ing the distance half way we met another 
vessel. The Itaska was a complete wreck. 
You cannot imagine the terror among 
those on a sinking ship. I never shal! for- 
get the Itaska, but the ‘li-fated Maria 
Tereea recails it more vividly than ever to 
my mind.”

LONDON, Nov. 5.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s declaration on the subject of the 
withdrawal of the French mission from 
Fashoda, made at the Mansion House ban- 
quet last night, in honor of Gen. Lord 
Kitchener, is not regarded here as being 
wholly satisfactory. The entire absence 
of any reference to the extraordinary naval 
preparations is considerably commented 
upom and it is remarked how careful the 
British Premier was to explain that the 
evacuation of Fashoda was only in the 


mature of oil on troubled waters and that 
British diplomacy had not yet weathered 
the storm, which the Marchan@ miseion 
conjured _up. It is recognized that the 
French Premier, M. Dupuy, and his col- 
leagues intend to carry out what they have 
promised, but a factor which must be 
reckoned with is the fact that theré are 
influences at work in Paris which render 
the existence of any ministry precarious 
and which might at any moment, in the 
event of certain @ntingencies, provoke a 
general upheaval. 

The Engl sh papérs point out that the 
evacuation of Fashoda is only an instali- 
ment of the satisfaction expected by Great 
Britain, and that France has yet to swal- 
low the pill of withdrawing from the Bahr- 
E)-Ghaza] region. Under these circum- 
stances the debate 'n the French Chamber 
of Deputies on Fashoda next week is eager- 
ly awaited, as the French Government is 
then expected to explain its intentions re- 

arding the remainder of the French posis 

n the Nile Valley, establ.shed by Maj. 
Marchand. 

In diplomatic circles a reassuring im- 
pression has been made by M. Dupuy’s 
declaration yesterday evening that the 
French policy would be based on well un- 
derstood interests, and that its efforts 
will be measured by the value of the ob- 
jects in view.

Another Year of Similar Weather and | 


Yield Will Put All the Farm- 
ers on Their Feet. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DODGE CITY, Kan., Nov. 5.—The wheel 
of fortune has turned for Western Kansas. 

Two years of rains, good crops and fine 
prices have wrought wonders, and the 
liquidation of mortgages has*caused remin- 
iscences of the glorious period of the latter 
80s. 

The era of prodigality began in the spring 
of 1884, and reached its climax in 1887. The 
seasons of 1883 and 1884 were favorable for 
grain. Wheat was worth more than $1; 
corn above 8) cents. Farmers paid for 
farms wth one year’s grain and had money 
in the bank. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad Co. was weeks benind In trans- 
porting the crops. 

The fame of Kansas acres went abroad 
and in 1884 the boom began. More than 
230,000 people moved in between March, 
1885, and March, 1896, and more than 2W,0.0 
in uhe next year. 

Towns of 3000 population, with avenues of 
residences and long business streets, grew 
in two years. Wichita, Newton, Hutchin- 
son, Peabody and Saiina grew from ham- 
lets to cities of brick and stone, with 10,00) 
populat.on, in three years. Seven rai.roads 
were buiit. : 

More than 25,000 men went to farms of 160 
acres in the vast treeless and fenceless buf- 
falo range. People who went away trom 
home for a month or two did not Know 
the.r towns when they returned. Dodge 
City went from 1000 to 10,000 population in 
14 months; Garden City from a station and 
water-tank to 5v00 population in a year, 
Coolidge leaped from nothing to 4000 be- 
tween May, 1586, and June, lso7, and Jonn- 
son “City, Coldwater and Hartland each 
went from a population of a dozen or more 
to more than 3000 in a year. There were 
more than 70 towns of 300 and 1000 popuia- 
tion that grew from noth.ng. Thirty-seven 
new counties were carved out in Western 
Kansas and more than 600 postoffices es- 
tablished. 

Money flowed in from the East. Court- 
houses worth $50,000 and $75,000 were built 
with bonds sold in New York. Here in 
Dodge City is a three-story $100,000 City 
Hall. It was paid for with bonds sold in 
Newark, N. J., and is as useless in this 
town of 200 people as a second tail on a 
cat. 

The tide turned in 1888 The old time 
dearth of rain came back to the arid re- 
g.on, and there was smal! yield of wheat 
and corn. But settlers have at last begun 
to profit. 

No people deserve success more. Many left 
homes in the, cities. Some are graduates 
from coileges. Hundreds of the women 
Were teachers. Here and there may be 
found a woman from a New Engiand 
home, living in a dugout and too proud to 
write complaining of ther lot. They have 
faced blizzards in tattered garments, and 
have shriveled in the hot winds from the 
South. Their pride has kept them from ask- 
ing help. Girls of 16 and 17 years, dressed 
in calico gowns,: when thenr parents 
talked of their own early lives in their old 
homes in the Easf, listened as if to fairy 
stories. 

‘“‘My family of seven has lived on $8290 
since November, 1890,’’ said a graduate of 
Cornell. ‘‘We came from Ohio in 1886, with 
$4900 that I had saved. I spent all my 
money in land and a house, I have reaver 
grown fifty bushels of grain altogether. 
An agent for a loan company in 1887 in- 
duced me to borrow $2000. I was able to 
make one payment. In 189% the mortgage 
foreclosed. My wife and 1 were too proud 
to let our Ohio friends know... We moved 
on a deserted farm and made a sod house 
in the side of a hill. Three children have 
been born to us there. and we have man- 
aged to keep our family together by ever- 
asting pinching.’ I haven’t unnecessarily 
Spenteone cent in six years. We have ge yne 
bar ted five months in the year. Hun- 
dred f times we have made porridge of 
ground oats and corn. We-have not had 
meat for three months at a time.

I have 
shed silent t@ars at the poverty my chil- 
dren have had to face. 

“But. the clouds are breaking. I have 
worked for a Russian farmer for 80 cents 
a day and glad to get the work.

If all goes well we 
shall have an income of $300 or $400 a 
year, and that will seem like heaven.”

He Had a Remarkable History and 
Was Among the Foremost Pro- 
fessional Men of the 
World. 


Dr. Louls Bauer, one of the best known 
of America’s surgeons and scientists, a 
colleague of Prince Bismarck in his youth, 
a resident of St. Louis for thirty years and 
one of its foremost professional and sci- 
e®ific men, and a man with a remarkable 
history, died yesterday in New York City. 

Louis Bauer was born in Germany July 
16, 1814. His parents were poor, and he 
was educated by a friend tnteresféd irf him 
because of his scholarly tastes. The young 
man went from the common schools to the 
best educational institutions of Germany, 
and his education was thorough and com- 
plete. His specialty was medicine, and for 
a time he devoted his time to his pro- 
fession. Then he became interested in 
politics, and though a young man, fe be- 
came a political power in his common- 
Wealth. : 

In the county seat adjoining 
which lhved the young doctor was the 
home of the man who in later life 
became the Iron, Chancellor. The young 
men were of almost the same a@ge, and poli- 
tics being their professional pursuit and 
}ract.ce they were thrown much together 
aod became great friends. 

Dr. Bauer continued in German politics un- 
til the revolution of 1849. He was active as 
@ revoiutionist, and when the revolt failed 
he was one of the many influential subjects 
of the Emperor who found themselves in 
trouble. He was arrested for the part he 
had played in the movement and sentenced 
to 10 years’ imprisonment. He escaped and 
fied to England and two years later came 
to America, locating at Brooklyn.

Dr. Bauer was a resident of Brooklyn for’ 


18 years. He became at once active in his 
rofession, and was for several years the 
jealith Commissioner of the city. 
in 1869 he moved to St. Louis, and that 
fear he organized here the St. Louis Col- 
ege of Physicians, of which he was chogen 

' Dean. The college disbanded three years 
later. It was on Locust street, between 

, Tenth and Eleventh In 1879 Dr. Bauer or- 
anized the, present St. Loujs College of 
*hysicians and Surgeons, and he was the 
Dean of the college a second time for 

‘Many years. 

In May last the old gentleman and his 
wife went to New York to live with their 
daughters. He was 84 years old and still 
busy with his practice. His people,. know- 
, ing that he would never cease working as 

long as he was in St. Louis—the scene of 
| his best labors—prevailed upon him to go 

, to New York and rest. The old doctor pro- 

tested. He loved his profession dearly and 
deciared he would not abandon it as long 
as he had strength to practice. But the in- 
fluence of those he loved in his home dis- 
suaded him, and he went to New York.

contingent that desired information and 
phtlosophic comment. 

Yangewill narrowly avoids filppancy in his 
wit, but he does escape it because under- 
lying his airiest jest there {s an unfailing, 
unflagging earnestness. He evidently be- 
lieves in the Jew. Whether this is Re- 
cause he is a Jew himself is sometimes in 
doubt, but generally he er oy one with 
the idea that his claim that he takes an 
absolutely unimpassioned view of all 
things is correct.

The lecture was given under the auspices 
of the Young Men’s Hebrew Association, 
and that popular organization made a pret- 
ty penny out of it. The President, Mr. A. 
Rosenthal, introduced Mr. F. N. Crunden 
euperintendent of the Public Library, an 
Mr. Crunden introduced Mr. Zangwill tn a 
speech of about five minutes’ duration. It 
was really a bright speech, but the audi- 
ence didn’t care for it. Zangwill was the 
thing desired. Mr. Crunden referred to Mr. 
Zanewill ag “the latest and most distin- 
guished of a long line of artists to shed 
giory on Israel’ and to himself as ‘‘one who 
eares nothing for creeds.’’ 

Mr. Zanewill plunged at once Into the 
subject of the Ghetto as {t was established 
and maintained in. various European coun- 
tries during and after the sixteenth cen- 
tury. His lecture was so larded with anec- 
dote and by-plays of wit that !ft seemed in 
the reading to have no coherency of pur- 
pose. But it emused the crowd and was 
full of ‘‘meat.’’

The statement of the New York 
clearing, house banks for the week ending 
Nov. 6 came as a distinct surprise, so far 


the changes in the principal are con- 


cerned. According to current indfeations, 
the banks gained from the interior; they 
received some gold from Europe and from 
San Francisco and treasury disbursements 
added to their cash. 
shows an actual loss of $5,190,200 th specie 
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The National City’s loans are $5,000,000 
greater than for the previous week, and as 
it lost ,000, of specie and gained only 
$2,000,000 in depos.ts, its statement about 
balances. The loss in specie by all the 
banks was nearly $4,000,000, and adding te 
the National City’s decrease in this item 
that of the Hanover National, amounting 
»to about $1,300,000, the shrinkage is more 
than accounted for. In ordina transac- 
tions increased loans mean enlarged dé- 
osit credits, but in the case named the 
oans seemed to have resulted in a loss 
in cash. The deposit account also seems 
to have been affected by the changes in 
a very few banks, the gains of the National 
Park, the Western National. and National 
City being almost as large as the _ total 
expansion of $7,513.00 reported by all the 
banks. The changes noted merely indi- 
cate, as stated, how the fluctuations were 
brought about. Taking the statement as 
an average exhibit, it reflects perhaps as 
much as anything else the cessation of the 
factors so often explained in this analysis 
which have brought about the heavy ex- 
pansion of the last five or six weeks. As 
any small decreases in cash which the 
banks report can be abundantly replaced 
from several sources, the effects on cur- 
rent rates will be small, even if at all no- 
ticeable.

He Seems to Be Sure of Winning, but 
Miss Tuohy Is Confident That 
Her Brother Will Come 
Out on Top. 


Material developments are expected in a 
few days to the famous case of Rev, F. 
J.T. Tushy, the deposed pastor of St. 
Patrick’s Church 

When Archbishop Kain won the efect- 
ment suit in the St .Charles Circuit Court 
Father Tuohy was given until the _ reas- 
sembling of the tribunal to file his appeal 
bond. The court meets this week, and as 
Father Tuohy is absent from the city it 


is not unlikely the matter will be ignored. 

In that event Deputy Sheriffs will take 
forcible possession of the parochial resi- 
dence at 1205 North Sixth street. Miss Jo- 
hanna Tuohy, 
servant are now holding the fort. 

Miss Tuohy declares the right of her- 
self and mother to the premises as sacred 
if not legal, 

““My brother,”’ says Miss Tuohy, ‘is pas- 
tor of St. Patrick’s Church, and we are 
without the province and dictate of any 
civil court.”’ 

Miss Tuohy asserted her authority a few 
days ago when Fr. Dempsey, it is claimed. 
attempted to restrain her from using the 
coal which is supplied for the chur... “ie 
hauled in one bucket after another and 
the xriest sent for a policeman, so Miss 
Tuohy says. 

“The bluecoat came with !nstructions to 
arrest me,’ she told a reporter, ‘‘but you 
bet he did not dare lay a hand on me, He 
said a complaint was preferred against me 
for stealing coal. I seized a broomstick 
and would have made things a little live- 
ly for him had he not got out. 

“The electric light wires in the cellar 
in total darkness. But little annoyances 
like that don’t worry me. I have been 
contending with such trouble for the last 
two years.”’ 

The most intimate friends of Fr. Tuohy 
profess ignorance of his whereabouts. 

Richard Keenoy, who has been one of 
Father Tuohy’s stanchest supporters in nis 
Struggle with the St. Louis Metropolitan, 
says he thinks the priest is in Washington, 
D. C. This is not improbable, as the head- 
quarters of Monsignor Martinelli, the Papal 
Delegate, to whom alj the papers in the 
celebrated controversy have Goce referred, 
is there. Miss Tuohy states the last letter 
she received from her brother was dated 
Philadelphia, 

“He is taking things leisurely in the 
East,” says Miss Tuohy, “and until the dif- 
ficulty blows over there is no need of his 
returning home.”’ 

A rumor gained circulation to the effect 
that Father Tuohy was teaching school in 
Baltimore, but this‘Miss Tuohy strenuously 
denies, But she asserts most positively that 
her brother is not fighting for a lost cause. 

As the reporter was leaving she called: 
“Come back next week hen I will be able 
to tell you some mig interesting, but 
surprising, news.’’ 

Archbishop Kain {s not worrying about 
Mer. Martinelli’s tardiness in not render'ng 
a decision. He very blandly remarks that 
it will come and when it does Father Tuohy 
wil be counted among the vanqu'shed. 
The struggle of Father Tuohy to retain 
control of St. Patrick’s Parish ‘s two years’ 
old to-day. It is the most exciting and 
long-drawn ecclesiastical contest that hve 
been waged between priest and bishop in 
the United States. Ohedience is the prima- 
ry .aw ‘tn the Catholic Church. A superior’s 
expressed wish is a command, and when it 
is willfully ignored excommunication usu- 
ally followe. 

Father Tuohy openly defied Archbishon 
Kain and has not been excommunicated, 
although temporarily shorn of his priestly 
funct’ons. He was ordered to St. Patrick’s 
Church from a West End parish. He com- 
plied. When charges of mismanagement in 
pecuniary matters were preferred against 
him he very politely, but firmly, refused 
to submit the parish accounts. He publicly 
excoriated the Archbishop. Still he re- 
mo'ned at the helm. He employed a non- 
Catholic organist. where2t the Archbishop 
protested again. Father Twohy onlv sm'‘led. 


He was commanded to appear for trial. 


, The outcome was a létter ordering his re- 


moval to Fdina. He refrsed. He annealed 
the e7ese to Archbistov Feehan of Chicago 
an from him to Rome. He declined to 
leave the parochial res’dence and the Arch- 
bishon anpeated to the civil authorities to 
eject him. Thev haven't done it, and Mise 
Tuohy says they shail not.

K. McClure of the Philadelphia Times. 
With the exception of the blade, which 
will be of steel of the finest quality, all 
the metal work of the sword will be of 
gold, 18 karat fine. 
The grip will be covered with fine shark- 
skin bound with gold wire ana {nlaid with

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gold stars. The symbolic appropriateness 
of the sharkskin will at once suggest it- 
self, the shark belonging distinctivelv to 
the sea, Sharkskin, too, is a decidedly or- 
namental leather, being of a beautiful 
white, and when used in combination with 
gold in decoration producing a most artistic 
effect. The pommel, the head of the hilt, 
will be set with a large fire opal, the luck 
stone for October, the month in whice Ad- 
miral Schley was born. 

The .opal is encircled by a wreath of 
closely bound laurel leaves with the eagle 
enameled in colors, its presence on the 
sword securing a perpetual reminder of the 
patriotic appreciation of the people of the 
keystone State of the victory achieved by 
Admiral’ Schley.

Mrs. Bates, who had a wide circle of ac- 
quaintances, frequentiy v:s.ted in Gales- 
burg, dnd whi.e there some time ago met 
jMrs. Gibbs, a well-Kaown manicurist, who 
also gave vapor baths. They apparently 
became good friends and were frequently 
‘geen in conversation With each other. Last 
jweek Mrs. Bates made another visit to 
}Gaiesburg and Kept an engagement with 
(Mrs. Gibbs. Upon her return home she 
spoke to her family about a visit Mrs. 
}Giggs would make with her the last of 
‘this week, but stated no particulars, and 
her sister-in-law, who ives with § her, 
thonught it was to be of a purely social 
nature. 

Last night Mrs, Gibbs appeared and was 
met at the’train by Mrs. Bates, who took 
her home: After a short conversation of

ABOUT ANDREW BLONG. 


Ex-Assistant Attorney General Jour- 
dan Writes a Letter. 

Mr. Morton Jourdan, formerly Assistant 
Attorney-General of the State, last night 
wrote che following letter in reiation to 
certain charges made against Andrew 
Blong, the Democratic nominee for Sheriff: 

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 4, 1898. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A word in defense of my personal friend, An- 
drew Biong, is prompted by the vicious assault 
made upon him by the so-calied “City Hall Gang. 
The reason is said to be the return of an indict- 
ment against him by the Federal grand jury many 
years ago. This indictment was nolle prosequied 
because in the judement of the United States Dis- 
trict Judge, the United States District Attorney 
and special counsel employed to assist the Govern- 
ment’s attorneys found there Was not sufficient 
evidence to warrant even a trial. This should com- 
pletely refute this charge and the indictment ip Do 
way prejudice Mr. Blong with the voters. 

Nothing is easier than ‘to secure the indictment 
of a citizen. The hearings before the grand Jury 
are ex parte. The person charged is not per- 
mtted to appear in person and testify, nor to be 
represented by counsel. So one-sided, ex parte and 
exclusive are these hearings that the Supreme 
Court of Missour! has aiways declared that the 
trial court shuuld give to the jury, who are try- 
ing persons on indictments found by grand juries, 
this written instruction to guide and govern them 
in their deliberations: 

The court instructs the jury that the indictment 
is a mere formal charge or accusation against the 
defendant aud no evidence Whatever of his. guilt; 
and no juror should permit himself to be in any 
degree or to any extent influenced by it. 

Aud the Supreme Court has held that fallure to 
give this instruction constitutes reversible error, 
and that no judgment should stand where this in- 
struction was refused by the trial court. 

Henee {it will be seen that the fina] tribunal, the. 
court of last resort, has found it necessary to build 
this sufewuard and draw this cloak of protection 
against the probability of wrong and injustice grow- 
ing out of the secret, exparte investigations by 
grand juries, 

If, therefore, the Supreme Court (the trial court) 
and the trial jury are to draw no prejudicial pre- 
sumptions by reason of the indictment, why should 
the voter do so? And especially in this case, 
judge, district attorney and hired special 
all agreed Blong had committed no crime 
and refused to even try him, and that, too, when 
special counsel were ardent Republicans, yet eplen- 
did lawyers and excelient gentlemen. 

It is entirely proper in this conuection to chal- 
leuge the motive of the City Hall gang of political 
saints (?) in their persecution of Blong, who, they 
suy, is unfit because of his indictment.

WORKMEN BURIED 
IN THE RUINS, 


New Theater in Detroit Col- 
lapses While Building. 


IT IS KNOWN THAT 
ELEVEN WERE KILLED. 


IN ALL, THIRTY-FIVE LABORERS 
ENGAGED ON THE STRUCTURE

o'clock, While 3 men were at work In 


various portions of the structure, the roof 
feil in without a second’s warning. Nearly 
every workman was carried down into the 
theater p.t, the top gailery was crushed 
down upon the lower gallery, forming a 
sort of a fatal hillside, down which slid 
broken steel ‘girders, p.anks, timbers, 
bricks and a great quantity of cement from 
the roof, and carrying aiong a struggling 
company of men into the pit below, very 
few of whom escaped injury. 

The front wall of the building remained 
practical.y intact, but the east wall bulged 
and buckied threateningly. 

Notwithstanding the jatter danger the 
work of rescuing the injured and taking 
out the dead was rushed and good progress 
made until 6:13, wnen the upper. portion 
of the east wall fell, a shower of bricks 
striking around the crowd of laborers, of- 
ficers und newspaper men, extinguishing 
the temporary electric lights and caus'ng 
a stampede for the street. Fortunat*%.y 
none of those who were struck by the 
second downfall were seriously injured, al- 
th®ugh several were precipitated into the 
basement, through the steel joist pver 
which oniy a few loose planks were laid.

Findings in the Carter Court-Martial 


Were Not Sent to Him, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 56.—Major- 
General Nelson A. Miles, Commanding the 
Army, was ignored by Secretary Alger in 
the findings of the court-martial of Capt. 
O. M. Carter, tried for misappropriating 
about $1,600,000 of Government money. This 
was in direct violation of parasree &98 
of the regulations of the United States 
Army, which provides that all findings of 
court-martial shall be sent to the Com- 
manding Genera] of the Army for his ap- 
proval or disapproval, and whatever com- 
ment he may deem necessary to add. 

The usual course of procedure Is for the 
Judge-Advocate General to send the pa- 
pers to the Commanding General, who, In 
turn, submits them to the Secretary of 
War. Tis method was not followed in 
the Carter case, although it is without 
doubt the most important case the de- 
partment has ever dealt with. 

The Judge-Advocate General sent the 
Carter case direct to Secretary Alger. 
The utmost Influence has been exerted 
upon the President to prevent Capt. Car- 
ter from being sent to the nitentlary. 
Among the influential men who have in- 
terested themselves in his behalf are Sen- 
ators Platt of New York and Sewgll of 
New Jersey, President Frank Th: son 
of the Pennsylvania Rallroad and séveral 
wealthy New Yorkers.

HARVARDS. WON 


TORY OVER THE PENNSYS 
YESTERDAY. 


GREAT CROWD AT CAMBRIDGE. 


The Game Was Well Played, but the 
Wearers of the Crimson Were Too 
Strong for Their Opponents. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 5.—Harvard 
won the great football game on Soldiers 
Field this afternoon by her superior Kick- 
ing and her ability to check Pennsylvania: 
guards-back formation and to turn to ad- 
vantage the miserable fumbling of  the« 
Quakers’ backs, 

The score was 10 to 0. It was a hard, 
clean game, flercely contested from start to 
finish, abounding in exciting and brilliant 
plays. Harvard finished the game in gowu 


condition and strongly aggressive to the 
very last play. 

In the marvelously short time of 15 
onds after the game Degan Harvara naa 
scored through Coombs’ fumble on the kick 
off, while in the second naif a beautiful 

oal from the field by Burnett on a place 

ick added another five pointg to the score 
and clinched the game for the Crimson. 

While Daly and Dieble were not only 
sure in catching Hare’s kicks and as a 
rule succeeded in Makiug lo to W yards on 
the run back, Coombs, Harrison, McMa- 
hon and even Outland seemed absolutely 
unable to either judge the punts or catch 
them cleanly when the ball was apparent- 
ly in their hands. 

When Harvard realized that the Penn- 
Sylvania backs had not the faintest 
knowledge of handling punts, running with 
the ball was almost abandoned and espe- 
cially in the second half. Dibble and Daly 
did some of the prettiest dodging ever 
seen at Cambridge, but it was only after 
catching punts that they made their most 
thrilling runs, for the attempts of the 
former at circling either end resulted al- 
most invariably in only a slight gain, and 
at times in actual losses. 

Pennsylvania’s tackles, Goodman and 
Garnot, were altogether too lively in get- 
ting through, and nailing Dibble and the 
ends, broke up the interferences surprising 
ly well, This was, perhaps, the only dis 
couraging feature of the game from a Har- 
vard point of view, for Yale’s tackles, 
whom Harvard is to meet two weeks 
hence, are acknowledged to be superior to 
those of Pennsylvania. 

On the other hand, Boal and Reed 
plunged into the hitherto stonewall centre 
of Pennsylvania, and, in the first half, 
the necessary distance was gained four 
times in succession, only to be lost by 
Dibble, and in futile attempts to circle the 
ends. From the spectators’ point of view, 
the day was ideal, but it was poor foot- 
ball weather. The warm Indian summer 
air, with no life in it, made playing the 
most exhausting sort of work, and two 
Harvard men and one Pennsylv2nia player 
were forced to give way to @>-sher ma- 
terial. Harvard benefitted, however, more 
by the change than Pennsylvania, for 
Burnett took the place of the exhausted 
en and a few minutes after kicked a 
goal. 

As Harvard held to kicking tactics dur- 
ing the greater part of the game the ball 
was for more than three-quarters of the 
time in her opponents’ hands; and. the 
Quakers, in their frantic efforts to ad- 
vance the pigskin, showed in rapid suc- 
cession every one of théir own famous 
plays. The quarter back kick, the delayed 
pass, the guards-back, were tried one after 
another from the very first, and while one 
or two of these were gained Harvard not 
only managed to fathom them all before 
the game was very far along, but also 
either stopped them without gain or suc- 
ceeded in threwing the runner for a loss 
The very first time the quarter back kick 
was tried Flallowell, instead of Folwell, 
caught the ball and made ten yards. Out- 
land time and again was nailed far behind 
the line on the delayed pass. Harvard's 
center stood the hammering of Hare and 
McCracken, reinforced by three other 
Quakers, surprisingly well, and Coach 
Woodruff thereby saw his own favorite 
Play broken up. 

Although Harvard's defense was surpris- 
ing in its .strength, the Pennsylvania line 
was certainly of the firmest character with 
the exception of the last five minutes in 
the first half, when the plunging of Reid 
and Boal and the magnificent run by Dib- 
ble carried the ball te Pennsylvania’s 23- 
yard line, where Haughton, owing to lack 
of time, tried a goal from the field, the 
Quakers stood up grandly. Their stiff rally 
in the last minute of play on their tHree 
yard line reminded one strongly of Yale’s 
famous defense of her goal last year. 

The crowd was delighted with the kick- 
ing game. In the first part of the game 
Hare and Long's low kicks had more of a 
carry in them than Haughton's high punts, 
but as the game progressed the Pennsylva- 
nian was fairly outpunted and two of his 
attempts were squarely blocked, while ev- 
ery one of Haughton’s went off smooth

As most persons know, index numbers are 
absolute numerals calculated by statis- 
ticilans to show over long periods of time 
whether general] prices are rising or falling, 
or stationary. Index numbers bear the 
same relation to the general price level that 
a thermometer does to the temperature.

A CROP FAKE FROM RUSSIA. 


Instead of Famine There Is a Bumper 
Crop, and Prices Decline—Re- 
view of the Markets. 


The bears had the advantage again last 
week ago—two weeks in succession. Wheat 
futures closed yesterday 1c to 1%c below 
the previous Saturday. Corn was off %@ 
Sc, and oats alone showed firmness, yes- 
terday’s close being %c higher for Decem- 
ber and 1-léc for May. 

Until yesterday, however, wheat was 
fairly steady all the week, being no lower 
than 69%4c, nor higher than 69%c, and the 
gain of one day being offset the next. 
From Monday till Thursday the highest 
close was 69%c, and the lowest 6914@69%c, 
and on Friday prices were only %@\c 
lower than the previous Saturday. Most 
of the week's loss developed yesterday and 
Was caused by lower cables, very large 
primary receipts, reduced export demand 
and the bear crop news from Russia. 

Some weeks ago cables told a harrowing 
story of threatened famine in Russia. The 
details were given in full; of how the crops 
for entire districts had been utterly de- 
stroyed, and the situation was represented 
as s0 grave that the Government was said 
to have agents buying wheat galore, and 
Storing it to keep the people from starv- 
ing later on, after the plan first inaugur- 
ated by the first man to corner wheat, 
Joseph of Egypt. 

Since Russia is the greatest wheat pro- 
ducer in the world, next to the Unitetl 
States, and a largely supplies the rest 
of Europe with breadstuffs, this news came 
under the head of ‘“‘important if true,”’ and 
as it was first published by the conservative 
London Times, ostensibly coming .from a 
staff correspondent, more weight attached 
to it than if sent out by private cable by 
the ubiquitous professional crop-killer. The 
story was industriously repeated from time 
to time, covering a period of two or three 
weeks, until a fair measure of credence at- 
tached to it. the only cause for some won- 
der being the curious fact that, although 
he Government was said to be storing 
grain against famine, Russian shipments 
to England and the Continent kept up right 
merrily every week. 

And now comes the demonstration that 
the alarm was a false one. On Friday was 
cabled the official estimate of the crop, 
sent out by the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, Instead of belng a short crop it is a 
bumper, being estimated at 404,640,000 bu. 
compared with 285,166,000 bu last year, and 
363,880,000 bu in 1896, an increase over last 
year of nearly 120,000,000 bu, and of 40,000,- 
000 bu over the big crop of 1896. With this 
news came the intelligence that Russia on 
this prospect was selling wheat at reduced 
prices. This, with the peaceful closing of 
the Fashoda incident has caused the con- 
tinued decline for the last few days at 
Liverpool. 

It would appear that the Times man was 
somewhat new, and, underestimating the 
size of Russia and its enormous. grain 
fields, imagined, after seeing ruined crops 
in four or five districts, that the whole 
country had gone to the bow-wows. Pos- 
sibly he was imposed on by some person or 
clique whose interest was to bull the mar- 
ket. Certain it is that, although it is ad- 
mitted that there was some loss !n a very 
few districts, the wheat crop of the coun- 
try is away up in the pictures. Inciden- 
tally, too,.it may be stated that the late 
Ananias was a model of truthfulness com- 
pared with the proitessional crop-killer. 

The exports of wheat and flour last week 
were enormous, being equal to_ 6,773,000 
bushels, compared with 5,590,000 bushels a 
year ago, and 3,473,000 bushels in 1896. and 
ths follows several weeks in succession of 
exports of between 4,000,000 and 5.000.000 
bushels. That this great export trade did 
not bull the market can be attributed to 
two factors. One was the very large re- 
ceipts at western markets. They have been 
averaging 1,500,000 bushels daily, one day 
they touched 2,000,000 bushels, and the day 
after they were 1,850,000 bushels. The total 
for the week was 10,106,000 bushels, so that 
in spite of the heavy exports, and the mill- 
ing demand, the visible supply will, :t is 
expected, show an increase of at least 750,- 
000 bushels. The other factor is the fact 
that the very largeness of the exports gives 
assurance that Europe being well loaded 
up, the demand may be expected to slacken 
uD.

GYPSY QUEEN 


Matilda, Who Ruled the 
Stanley Tribe. 


BURIED IN STATE 
AT DAYTON, OHIO. 


HER FUNERAL ATTRACTED 20,- 
000 SPECTATORS, WHO WIT- 
NESSED THE INTERMENT. 


THE TRIBE HAS EXISTED 
OVER 200 YEARS. 


A Royal Monument, Cut From a Gran- 
ite Boulder, Which Is Surmounted 
by a Beautiful Marble Statue, 
Marks Her Grave. 


In Woodlawn Cemetery, Dayton, O., 
fs the grave of Matilda, the last Queen 
of the Stanley tribe of gypsies, which 
has been -in existence more than _ 200 
years. They came to this country just be- 
fore the Civil War and settled in the Miam! 
Valley, in Ohio. Queen Matilda died Feb. 
16, 1878, near Vicksburg, Miss., where the 
tribe camps every winter. In the following 
Beptember her body was removed to D'@ 
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ton for burial, and it is estimated that 20,000 
ipeople witnessed the ceremony of inter- 
iment. 

This reference to her burial is contained 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica: 
| “With the British gypsies one is bewil- 
Gered by the hosts of kings and queens, 
from John Bucile, laid side by side with 
Athelstan tn Malmsbury Abbey In 1667, 
down to the gypsy Queen of the United 
States, Matilda Stanley, royally buried at 
Dayton, O., In 1878." 

The monument erected to her memory 
by King Levi Stanley and his followers is 
both stately and costly. The base was cut 
‘out of a huge granite boulder which lay on 
‘ene of the severa] farms owned by the gyp- 
sies six miles north of the city, and is sure 
mounted by a beautiful marble sta iue. 

Inscribed on the marble shaft are some 
crude lines of verse, which give what 
might be termed official expression to the 
Sypsies’ belief in God and heaven. 

The Stanley burying ground in Woodland 

Cemetery coinprises some six or eight iots 
and contains a number of less conspicuous 
but really handsume monuments. Aug 1. 
1379, the body of Mrs. Mary Stanley-S3mith 
was buried in Wood.and. The exact age 
of Mrs. Smith ts not known, but \it has 
been definitely ascertained that she was 
not less than 110 years old. 
' The Stanley tribe came to this country 
under the leadership of King Owen Stanley, 
father of Levi Stanley the present King. 
The body of King Owen rests in Woodlawn 
Cemetery by the side of his wife and near 
that of Queen Matilda.

The other method of mining consists in drilling

It is piled up in the dry 
feason and waehed during the rainy season, by 
conveying the water down the mountain side dn 
siuices e. greater part of the earbons is found 
in the mountains, because they are more awccessi- 
ble here than in the river bottom. 

No mining of any consequence is attempted else- 
where than stated, except along the river bank, 
and little is done there, because the water runs 
in as soon as the carbon-bearing gravel is reached, 
and with their rude methods the natives car not 
bail it out fast enough. The reason why no mii- 
Ing is attempted in other places is on account of 
the lack of water to wash the gravel after it has 
been raised: the idea has never occurred to them 


to use modern mining machinery, or, if it did, they . 


have not had the eapital to invest. 

Carbons are found in all sizes, varying from that 
of a grain of sand to one of 975 carats. This large 
one was picked up in 18M, on a road where the 
gravel formation was exposed, and was sold in 
l’aris for.100,000 frances ($19,359). The most valuabie 
énee are those weighing from 1 to 3 carats, the 
jarger ones have to be broken, and there is always 
great loss, as thev havé no line of fracture, Phus 
{he largest carbon found, after being broken into 
gaiable pieces, brought considerably less than 
100,000 francs, the cost price. 

Two years ago there was a local combination 
to keep up prices; but the chief promoter failed, 
and there has since been no attempt to combine. 
The price that now prevails is due entirely to the 
great demand, small supply, and the laborious 
giethod of mining. The small supply is due to the 
crude methods. Frequently @ pair of workers will 
ebtain only three or four carbons as a result of 
¢heir six months’ work, and for these they demand 
find receive a good price. 

The large export dealers have their business 
here and agents in the mining region; but as the 
fuiners keep posted as to the market price, the 
dealers are little more than commission houses. 


NOAH WEBSTER’S 
AMENDED BIBLE. 


T a sale in Philadelphia a few days “#20 of 
A rare books a Bible was disposed of for $3.60 
which bore this title page: “The Holy Bible, 
comtaining the Old and New Testaments In the 
Common Version. with amendments of the Jan- 
guage by Noah Webster, New Haven; published 
by Durrie & Peck. Sold by Hezekiah Howe & Co. 
and A. H. Maltby, New Haven, and by N. & J. 
White, New York, 1833.’’ 

One literary work achieved by Webster in his 
74th vear is, however, almost entirely unknowr., “1s 
it was predestined to have only a Hmi'ted number 
of readers. This was the Holy Bible, with amend- 
monts and corrections of the language of! the 
James the Fiest English version. Only 100 copies 
were published and the plates were destroved, 
with the intention of making the edition rare, The 
hbosks were distributed by Webster among his 
friends tn 1833. 

Webster compliments the genuine popular Iin- 
glish of Saxon origin and asserts that the general 


style of the version ought not to be altered, ‘‘but,”’-

STRANGE NOTIONS OF 
SUBSTANCE AND SHADOW 


OT long ago a woman burned her husband 
in effigy. This was a revival of a custom 
once common, but now fallen into disuse 

except as @ demonstration of dislike to public 
characters. 

It was believed that some vital connection ex- 
icted between the image or effigy and the person 
represented, and harm was done the person 
through the maltreatment of the effigy. 

Guy Fawkes of gunpowder plot fame has been 
burned in effigy oftener than any other person. 
Andrew Jackson and Jefferson Davis were #0 
distinguished, and within the past few months 
the effigies of Weyler and Prof. Charlies [Eiiot 
Norton have furnished fuel for the flames. 


Punishment in effigy was legally practiced in 


France and with great solemnity up till the time 
of the first revolution. If the man condemned es- 
caped a dummy was put in his cell, and the en- 
tire routine of the law allowed to take its course. 
The warrant was read to it, and on the day ap- 
pointed it was conducted to the scaffold in the 
presence of all the legal functionaries, and with 
aly the efreumstance of the law. Sometimes the 
sume person was executed in effigy simultancous- 
Ix in several cities, but that did not exempt him 
from actual punishment should he be afterward 
caught. 

There are instances on record where criminals 
have paid the penalty of their offenses both m 
farce and jn fact. The Anglo-Saxon race haa not 
taken Kindly to effigy-burning as a legal act. 
With us the curious rite creps up in times of 
great popular excitement. Oliver Cromwell was 
frequently burned in effigy, and mahy copies of 
the covenant along with him, An ol chronicle 
piously tells of one occasioh wherein the pro- 
tector was vicariously burned “with a fire of 6% 
faxots, and volleys of shot were fired of at least 
0 in a volley.” 

Then they pull him down and fall upon him with 
clubs. after which he is torn limb from limb and 
cast into the sea.

\ PHOTOGRAPHIC: film nine miles “and a 


Three of 
half in length is somewhat of a novotty 
these articles of the size stated are now in pro- 
ces of construction for use in a kinematograph. 

What scenes will be depicted on them is not yet 
decided, but certainly such a film is long enough 
to contain the seven ages of man, and although 
it nay be made to revolve at an immense speed, a 
considerable part of the time will be consumed in 
witnessing the show, should the spectator have 
patience to wait to the end. The cost of these 
films is about £200 a mile. Photographic films can, 
therefore, now be had per yard, per acre, or per 
mile. 

Two firms, which are delivering bout 6500 
pounds a day together, are under contract to £up- 
ply within a few months all of the guns ol tke 
navy, large and small, with smokeless powder. 
At the beginning of the war only one vessel was 
supplied with smokeless powder, and on Aug. lL 
there were seven vessels thus supplied. 

An invention made in this country for rendering 
wooi non-jnflammable has lately been cried with 
success in England. The process consists of I¢- 
moving sap by evaporation in heated vacuum 
chambers, and then filling the pores of the wood 
with a fire-proof solution. The invention may 
prove to be valuable in shin-building, as well aa 
in house-building. It is said that the process will 
keep the wood from decaying, in addition (o ma@k- 
ing it fire-proof. 

Many. people associate chain armor shirts and 
mail with medieval times, and do not suppose for 
a minute that any such suits are made to-day, 
but such {s the case. This mail armor is manu- 
fnetured by a firm in Walsall, England, who sup- 
piv the English Government with mail chain jack- 
ets for use in India, Central and South America, 
etc. These mail jackets, which weigh from lo 10 
18 pounds, a worn by army officers and some- 
times by Indian native princes, and are made of 
steel rings, three-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
It takes about 3,000 rings to make a squure foot 
of armor. 

This. is a problem that confronts almost every- 
body where large systems of waterpiping are in 
use A new German process designed to prevent 
this goes one step farther and provides an op- 
portunity for its expansion by cold. Into the iron 
pipe as far as it is above ground there is inserted 
a second narrower pipe of thin sheet tin or lead, 
which is filled with an elastic substance, sugh as 
rubber, for instance. This insertion remains Un- 
affected by ordinary pressure, but if extreme cold 
should cause the water to freeze, the elastic in- 


‘gsertion is compressed by so much as the volume 


of water is increased by freezing. In thawing the 
insertjon expands again to tts original circumfer- 
ence. The tin or lead around the insertion is for 
the purpose of preventing the water from as- 
suming an unpleasant taste or odor. Water »ipes 
provided with such insertion withstood a e¢old 
test of 40 degrees centigrade, while others that 
were not provided with it burst every time. 

Victor L, Emerson, the Baltimore inventor, who 
is now in Ottawa, is said to have discovered a 
process for carbonizing sawdust and extracting 
the by-products. A long series of experiments in 
one of the largest sawmills of the Dominion hag 
just been concluded, and the Ottawa papers saF 
that they surpass all expectations, even those of 
the sanguine inventor. The experiments are said 
to have proved the fact that “the 500 tons or more 
of sawdust and refuse that these mills have been 
throwing away daily for years have suddenly ben 
discovered to be worth $30 a ton—in other words, 
equa’ in value to the highest grade of gold cuartz 
—enough to make the average man e¢atch his 
breath with surprise, and produce in the cynic a 
smile.’’ 

The industrial effect in the lumber region of tha 
part of Canada is predicted to be one of dazu.ing 
possibilities, and it Is said that an acdditinn to the 
central plant, erected at large cost for the exveci- 
ments Just concluded, a number of the auxitiary 
industries are likely to commence operation in Ot- 
tawa, including iron and steel smelting works, 
white lead factories, printers’ ink manufactoetes, 
and acetylene gas or calcium carbide works. From 
the hydrogen gas given off by the sawdust during 
the carbonizing process it is sald that the whole 
citv can be furnished with Hght and heat at 1 
cents a thousand feet. 


MODERN METHODS ~ 
IN ANCIENT MINES, 


BOUT this time last year descriptions were 
A printed of the magnetic separation of low- 
grade ores, perfected by Mr. Edison, the 
result of years of experimental research and the 
expenditure of several million dollars. 1 is, there- 
fore, interesting to note that some isolated mines 
at Grangesberg, in Northern Sweden. which have 
been operated off and on for the past 150 years, 
buve recently resumed operation, emplovinge a 
Inagnetic ore separating plant, which has proved 
eutirely successful. Until last vear the dust and 
small pleces of ore produced in the course of 
if operations were picked out by hand from 
‘quartz with which they were mined, a@ trou- 
biesome and wasteful process. 

‘This method has now been superseded by Wen- 
strom’s Separating plant, which noYonly effect ve. 
ly detaches the ore from the r fuse, but carefully 
washes the raw product before it enters the sepa- 
rutors. TheStaw: materlal tn question fs brought 
by rail from the mine to the top of the mill, where 
the contents of each truck are shot onto slanting 
Kratings of parallel fron bars, about three inches 
apart. The pieces that cannot pass these bare ire 
picked out by hand; the others drop through a 
funnel Onto a hopper, with two sieves of varying 
mesh. A powerful jet of water is allowed to play 
upon the material, washing away the dust. The 
pieces which cannot pass the larger sieve fall into 
a perforated cevolving drum-and are again 
Washed, 

From the drum the material passes into the 
Mmaenetic ss barator, which consists of an outer 
revolving cylinder. oe: mposed of soft-jron bars sp. 
arated by strips of wood. an la stationary eleciro- 
magnet placed on ond side of the center drum 

The motive power for the several processes ts 
oitained by electric transmission from the Fails 
of hiellajon, about seven miles distant from the 
mining tields, where there is a head of If feet, 
revreseneg a gworage force of G00 horse power.

Jn the United States 38 per cent of the total are 
granted for desertion, 2 per cent for aduitery, 16 
per cent for cruelty and 4 per cent for érunken- 
ness. These are the legal pleas. They 40 not in- 
dicate the real causes. Thus, one-half of all di- 
vorees for drunkenness in the United States oc. 
cur in lilinois, Ohio, Iowa and Massachusetts 
which indicates that conditions in those States 
favor the use of that plea. 

The special examination of '29,665 divorce cases 
in 45 counties in 12 selected States shows that in 
20.1 per cent of the whole humber intemperance 
is a direct of indirect cause. In these 28,665 casls 
the average period of married life between mar- 
riage and seperation was 6.81 years, while the 
average period between separation and divorce 
Was 3.02 years, making 9.83 years from marriage 
to divorce. 

For the United States the average married Jife 
before divorce for a period of twenty veers, for 
Which the statistics was collected, was 9.17 years, 
As a rule it is longest in the older States. 

Out of the total of 328,716 divorces granted in 
these twenty years 26,371 were granted to persons 
who had been married 21 years and over, or, on 
an average, 2965. The largest number, however, 
27,909, had lived together four years. The next 
largest, 27,29, three years: 21,525 had been mar- 
ried two years and 15,622 only one year. 

In 14.6 per cent of the cases the positive state- 
INent was made that there were no children. 

Where children appear in divorce proceedings 
the average is 2.07 to each couple. 

Out of 289,546 reported divorce cases 80.1 per cent 
were married in the States where the divorcee oc- 
curred, leaving 19.9 per cent to be divided be- 
tween those who migrated without thought of di- 
vorce at the time and those who left the State 
of their residence for the purpose of secking a dl- 
vorce. 

Nine States and_Territories permit marriage 
after divorce without any limitation: 19 permit 
marriage, but under certain restrictions. The 
number of divorced persons who actually re- 
raarry is unknown. 

In South Carolina divorce is not granted on any 
ground, 

In Oklahoma a residence of 9% days required 
before an application for divorce is received This 
is the shortest term. The longest is in Massa- 
chusetts, where a five-year residence is reqtured, 

Delaware forbids the trial in ite courts of a case 
when the cause occurred out of the State, and the 
petitioner was a non-resident at the time, unless 
the cause alleged is also a ground for divorce in 
the State from which the party came. 


SCIENCE APPLIED 
| TO INDUSTRY. 


T's Vienna Academy of Sciences has char- 


tered the Swedish steamship Gottfried for 
its projected scientific trip to South Arabia. 


The ship is expected to arrive in a few days at 
“rieste, where the members of the expedition will 
go on board. The leader of the party is Count 
Carl Landberg, the Bavarian Orientalist, who has 
already spent several winters in the district. Dr. 
Il. hieller proposes to devote his researches to the 
Sabear inscriptions and the pre-Arabic archeol- 
Ory.

Schulze kept a plate of the best 
Dara rubber in water not abeve 110 degrees Fah- 
renheit, and after two months and a half itt had 
become a hopeless, smeary mass. 

A new use hag been found in steel by a Sheffield 
(iingland) firm, who are now making a stee? har- 
ness trace, consisting of a narrow ri®bon of steel, 
from three-quarters to one inch wide, rolled very 
thin amd cased in leather. A single trace of this 
kind, when tested at the Sheffield Testing Works, 
recorded a tensile breaking strain of 415 pounds, 
while an ordinary leather trace of the best quali- 
tv. tested at the same time, broke at a Strain of 
270) pounds, In addition to being lighter and 
stronger than the ordinery trace, the steel article 
is about 20 per cent cheaper. The steel is necessa- 
rily of the finest quality, and is so pliable that it 
can be twisted in any direction.

It is 
even asserted that whenever there is @ storm on 
the Lake of Constance the Lake of Wettern be- 
gins sympathetically to roll ahd swell, and that 
the southern lake is similarly moved by any agi- 
tation in the distant northern take. Kline 
Zeitung soberly declares this sympathetic phenom- 
enon to be a known fact, but considerately adds 
that we have to wait some time for the rational 
€xplanation of it. 

A great natural bridge is situated 2) miles south- 
west of Douglas, Wyoming, where the La Prele 
Creek breaks through the foothills of the Laramie 
Mountains. The stream here flows, or rather 
tumbles and pitches, through @ narrow, ragged 
canon about 1000 feet in depth. Near the lower 
end of the gorge a ledge or wall of solid rock, 
about 150 feet in height, stretches right across the 
canon, In time long past the water has plunged 
over the top of this rock wall, Which Was then a 
natural dam; but finally the water found its way 
underneath and the result is the bridge. 

In span of its arch it exceeds anything of its 

Kind in the known world. From buttress to but- 
tress the bridge is 180 feet; highest point of arch 
about 75 feet above the water, and breadth of 
under side, up and down stream, 8 feet. The 
arch is almost as perfect as though bullt by man’s 
hands rather than formed by the action of water. 
Not alone for this remarkable bridge does it pay 
the tourist to visit this spot; the wild, grand 
beauty of the canon is well worth seeing, and 
added to this isa ‘‘Crystal Cave,” in which may 
be seen countless beautiful quartz crystals, of 
various sizes and shapes. 
, The report that Lot’s Wife, perhaps the strang- 
est island in the Pacific, had been submerged by 
an earthquake is authoritatively denied, and the 
lonely rock has been seen by recent navigators of 
that portion of the Pacific. Lot's Wife is in lati- 
t ude 29 degrees 41 minutes and longitude 140 de- 
grees 22 minutes east, and southeast of the Island 
of Hondo, the largest of the Japanese group. its 
rugged peak rises nearly 300 feet above the fea, 
and it can be seen for 25 miles.

IRON SHIPBUILDING 
BY PROGRESSIVE JAPS. 


G “i recent year is among the arts mastered 


in recent years by the progressive sapanese. 
The most Important dock ani shipbuilding 
yard ia located at Nagasaki, and ths work done 
there is representative of the nation, says a writer 
in Engineering. Before the opening of Japan to 
foreign trade Nagasaki was the only pint of con- 
tact with the outside world, and it was here that 
geome of the first experiments were made in Wes:- 
ern methods, and, among others, atterupts at en- 
gineering. 
About forty years ago a «mall mechanical engt- 


neering works was started under tha Shogunate, 
and a few engines were actually ma:le from draw- 
ings obtained from books, with sucn assistance 
as could be got from the Dutchmen, who were the 
only foreigners allowed to land in the country, 
and even they were restricted within very narrow 
imits. Ten vears later the worka passe’ into the 
hands of the Imperial Government, aud were 
greatly extended under the superintendence of 
British engineers and shipbuilders, and supplied 
with a good selection of engineering and shipbuiid- 
ing machine tools. A graving dock, capable of 
accommodating the largest merchant steame ’, 
was constructed, and very soon the establishment 
obtained a high reputation for its work, an. was 
much taken advantage of by vessels of every de- 
scription and nationality, from ironclad cruisers 
of the first class down to coasters, and many -mall 
steamers for the coasting trade of Japan were 
built and completed, with engines, boilers and ail 
Gittings. 

In 138 the establishment passed Into the hands 
of its present proprietors, the Mitsu Bishi Com- 
pany, and the developing mercantile marine ‘n 
Japan has caused huge additions to be made to 
the works. The large dock built by the Govern- 
ment has been lengthened, and another smaller 
onc added. Very great improvements have been 
and are now being made in the works, and aluwst 
al. the machihery has been modernized and larzety 
added to, both fn the engine works and shipbuild- 
ing yard, so as to enable the heaviest work to de 
undertaken. The boiler-making and molding 
shops are now equipped to meet any requirement, 
eo that, perhaps, taken as a whole, the works heve 
the heaviest and most complete plant required for 
marine engineering and shipbuilding purposes to 
be found in the East. 

The docks, built of granite, can take vessels of 
any size up to 510 feet in length, and at ordinary 
epring tides the water on the blocke of the hue 
dock registers °6 feet 6 inches and on thi se of the 
smaller ome 22 feet, the widths being equal to any- 
thing up to 80 feet and 53 fee Ti 
is also a slip capable of lift 
register, Which has been found to be a most use- 
ful addition to the yard. Railways have been laid 
throughout the works, @ locomotive crane has 
been got for the shipyard, and the usual compie- 
ment of hydraulic gear, electric drills and heavy 
bending, shearing, punching and drilling ma- 
chines, as well as sheer legs capable of Lifting sa 
tons. Attached to the yard there are rigging an<é 
sail-making lofts, and the companv has a power;- 
ful salvage plant, ready at short notice for the 
assistance of vessels in distress. 

Iron shipbuilding was commenced in 1889 by the 
building of a steamer of about 3 tone rewister 
for the comrany’s own use, followed by two or 
three of similar design, but of increased #ize and 
power. Gradually others of larger size were at- 
tempted, and at the present time there are four 
,essels on the stocks, one 3 feet long and ™W 
tonnage, two 440 feet long and @# tonnage, and a 
fourth ZS feet long and 1546 tennage 

The harbor of Nagasaki ie one of the finest tn 
the world, and is much resorted to by the tleets 
of all nations, and the engine shops and shipbulld- 
ing yards are found very convenient for repalra.

Two other 
men, who Remling greatly, 
and a companion of one, have been ar- 
re city on thé same charge and acquitted 
by preliminary heavings. 

There have been two identifi- 
cations of the corpse by friends and rela- 
tives of missing women. A peculiar scar 
made each identification scem positive 
when it was made, but in each case the 
missing woman turned up alive in time 
to save the man accused of her murder.

Later in the day he returned to the hous®, 
Next morning he disappeared, as on the 
previous day, and again returned.

Farmer Heimer was called from the 
field. He went for neighbors. A little 
group collected about the well and looked 
in.

Coroner Reece was sent for and the 
gruesome thing brought to the surface 
and laid on a shady green knoll, with a 
blanket over it. The body was clad in 
a flannel union suit of underwear. There 
was a great hole in the left forehead, 
with clotted blood in and about it. A 
white and liver pointer dog appeared. 
lie snuffed and looked at the bianket 
covered mound, then trotted up to it 
and tremblingly sniffed about it. He 
sat on his- haunches and howled 
piteously. 

The dog recalled 
about the well had not thought of in 
their disturbed state of mind. They had 
all seen before the blanket hid it from 
them that the dead woman was well 
formed and had short curly hair. She 
had been pretty in life. Some of them 
had seen her before, they thought. And 
the dog, they had seen him before, also. 

It occurred to several that they had 
seen the woman with a man and the 
dog traveling in a spring wagon there- 
abouts. None could be positive. 

The discovery was made July 19. An 
inquest was held, the verdict being that 
the woman had been murdered. Several 
witnesses testified to having seen her in 
camp with a man near the old well at 
White Bridge. The dog was with them. 

Sheriff George Drew took up the case 
immediately. He found an ax with hair, 
bloodstains and bits of flesh adhering, 
in Fox River, also some buckles and 
buttons in a piece of ashes at the camp 
site. These he took for evidence and 
took the homeless pointer dog to his 
house out of humanity. 

Then began a hunt by «the sheriff and 
his son and Deputy Louis for the iden- 
tity of the murdered woman and the 
person of her slayer, a hunt which will 
culminate in the trial of Otto Remling. 


THE SHERIFF’S STORY.

HPRIFF GEORGE DRPW of Clark 
S County has worked relentlessly to 
hang the murderer of the unknown 
woman. He and his son and deputy, Louis 
Drew, have run down all the clews and 
made all the arrests. The solution of the 
well mystery [{s the all-absorbing aim in 
their lives. They feel that they have ac- 
complished this aim in the arrest of Rem- 
ling. 
“Remling is the man beyond the possi- 
bility of a doubt,” said the younger Drew. 
“He is the man we thought we had in 
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ling is the man who Killed that 
with an ax and threw her body 
well. His trial will unravel the 
well mystery. 

“The arrests of the men were 
caused by the strangest duplicates in the hu- 
man family that I ever heard or read of. 
Each arrest was justifiable and in eac!} 
we thought we had the right man until in- 
d sputable evidence in court proved that we 
were wrong. The story of the crime, which 
I know as perfectly as the alphabet, is this: 

‘‘Late in May or early in’ June, 1897, a 
man and a woman camped near White 
Bridge on the Fox River, about two miles 
south of Wayland. They were traveling in 
a covered spring wagon. The man was 
about 21 years old and of medium size. He 
had black hair, blue-gray eyes, youthful, 
sandy beard and a bright, good-locking 
face. The woman was abont 2 years old, 
medium height and well formed. She had 
blue eyes and short brown curly hair. The 
man traded horses. 

“No particular attention was attracted 
by the couple, although several persons saw 
them at different times. After a short stay 
the couple left.. They returned to the 
camp July 9. On this occasion they had four 
horses and a liver and white pointer dog. 
The man said they had been in Illinois. 

“On the nignt of the murder the Rev. 
T. H. Beard was returning to his farm 
from Wayland. His route led him over 
White Bridge and past the camp of the 
horse-trader, As the minister approached 
he heard the angry voices of two men and 
one woman,- The moon shone brightly and 
lit up the camp like day. 

“There were the horse-tra 
haired woman and a second 
than the horse-trader. The 
ceased when the trio saw the minister. 
When he had passed the camp some 
tance he heard it resumed and quickened 
his steps. 

“Next morning early S. A. Quirk, a farm- 
er, saw the horse-trader driving rapidly 
west in the spring wagon, He was alone 
A day or so later some children saw 
the pointer dog, who led them to an un- 
used well near where the horse-trader’s 
camp had been. In the well they saw the 
body, which was identified at the coroner's 
inquest as that of the horse-trader’s com- 
panion, We noted a peculiar scar on the 
left foot, extending from the base of the 
little toe across the instep. It seemed to 
have been made by the slip of an ax in 
chopping wood, That scar, we thought, 

would establish her identity and lead to 
the capture of the mul" of the murderers.

described the dead woman exactly 
in describing his wife and laid great stress 
on the scar. The body had been buried, 
but it was exhumed and Goins said it 
was his wife immediately. There was tne 
scar to remove all possible doubt. 

“We trailed Hand Acker for weeks 
and finally landed them at Elbow Lake, 
Wis., and brought them to Kahoka. On 
the day of the prel'minary hearing Hand’s 
father brought a woman into court. She 
Was Mrs,’ Frank Goins, the woman sup- 
posed to have been murdered. People in 
the courtroom who had seen the dead 
woman in life said Mrs. Goins was the 
Same woman. She showed a scar on her 
left foot, which was identical with the 
scar on the left foot of the corpse. 

“She told of her travels with Hand and 
Acker. They had never been in Clark 
County. Certain it was they had not mur- 
dered her, for she was alive. Hand and 
Acker were released. 

“Next we heard of Mrs. Leila Sumpter, 
wife of a farmer near Moberly, who had 
run away with a horse trader—John Adkis- 
eon. Adkisson fitted the description of our 
horse trader and people who had seen the 
murdered woman recognized Mrs. Sump- 
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ter's photograph as a picture of the same 
woman. And Mrs. Sumpter’s husband 
wrote about a scar on her left foot which 
he described as identically the same as 
that on the corpse. 

“We went on a hunt: for Adkisson and 
arrested him at Moberly last Thanksgiving 
day. We brought him to Kahoka, sure 
of our man this time, 

“Then we had a witness on whom we re- 
lied more than all else. It was the pointer 
dog which we had kept, but had not thought 
to use in the other Adkisson was 
stood up in the middle of a row of geven 
prisoners. The dog picked him out immedi- 
ately, licked his hand and showed every 
sign of friendship. Adkisson asserted posi- 
tively that he had never seen the dog and 
had never been near Wayland. He ad- 
mitted having traveled across country with 
Mre. Sumpter, but said that she was alive 
and that he would produce her. 

“Sure enough, when the preliminary ex- 
amination came up Adkisson's father 
walked into court with a woman. She was 
the second counterpart of the corpse, and 
She had the scar. Her identity as Mrs. 
Sumpter was proven and she was released.” 

Up to this point the efforts of Sheriff 
Drew and his son had been directed toward 
finding the murderer through establishing 
the identity of the woman. After the break- 
ing down of the second case by the produc- 
tion in court of a supposedly murdered 
woman. alive, the officers adopted another 
plan. They began a systematic search for 
the horse trader who had been with the 
curly-haired woman at the White Bridge 
camp. Mr. Drew says: 

“After Adkisson's release we began at the 
beginning again. We interviewed everybody 
we knew of who had seen the horse trader 
and the woman at White Bridge and got 
the best possible description of the man. 
We hunted all about this and neighboring 
counties in a quiet way and eventually de- 
termined that Clarence Dice was the man. 

“Dice lived in Union Township, this 
county. Men who had seen the horse trader 
were given an opportunity to see Dice, They 
said he was the man. 

“Dice was arrested. Hise case went before 
the grand jury. Through an unusual pro- 
ceeding the defense was allowed to intro- 
duce evidence, although Dice was not al- 
lowed representation before the grand jury 
by attorney. 

“One of our witnesses, Ben Herring, knew 
Dice personally. They had worked on 
joining farms and in the same tie camps. 
Herring testified that be shook hands with 
Dice at the camp at White Br.dge and that 
Dice was the horse trader who was there 
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‘with the curly-haired woman. Others iden- 


tified Dice as the horse trader. He proved 
an alibi, the grand jury refused to indict 
him and we were again as far from the so- 
lution of the mystery after arresting four 
men as on the day of the murder. 

‘‘However, father said he would get the 
murderer if it took all of his life and cost 
him every dollar he head. We kept on leok- 
ing for men to fit the description of the 
horse trader. 

“Dice was released last January. We 
kept in communication with people who 
had identified Dice and others, hoping for 
another clew. In a conversation with Her- 
ring, the man who had been so positive 
about Dice, I gained a bit of valuable in- 
formation. He remarked that the woman 
had been present when he addressed the 
horse-trader as Dice at White Bridge. 
‘That ain’t Dice,’ Herring said she sai. 
He had made no comment at the time, 
and only recalled the circumstance casu- 
ally. 

‘We then kenw we were to look for a 
man who so strongly resembled Dice that 
a man who knew one might mistake the 
other sfor his acquaintance. Accordiggly 
we went about with the image of Dice in 
our minds, lo@king for its duplicate in @ 
man. 

“Information reached us in a purely ac- 
cidental manner that Otto Remling. a 
young fellow living in Scotland County, 
just across the line from Wyaconda, which 
is in Clark County, looked a great 
deal like Dice. Well, he. doesf It 
had been proven that mere tdenti- 
fication would not suffice to determine 
who the murderer of the well mystery 
was. and we set about getting further in- 
formation. 

“We found that Remling left his home, 
wHich is almost 36 miles from White 
Bridge, in the latter part of May, On a 
horse-trading expedition. He had a coyered 
spring wagon. After journeying a short 
distance he*picked up @ woman who was 
traveling alone. At the trial their route 
will be shown, through Wayland to Wake 
Bridge and back again, 

“Reming reached home some time during 
the day of the murder. With the team 
which the horse trader had at tie White 
Bridge camp it would be no trick to drive 
to Remling’s home by the next day, ¢a- 
pecially after committing the deed be had 

“Phere are lots of details which will 
come out in the trial but cannot be made 
pfiblic now. These detals will make the 
case so strong that the identification will 
not break Ht up. 

“After securing these facts we arrested 


Remling July 6. Lee Coe and George 
Thompson, who had identified Dice as’ the 
horse trader, changed their minds when 
they saw Remling and said that he was the 
man. George Hecox and Bill Stark did. 
not think Dice was the man 
talked horse trade to, but they were posi- 
tive that Remliing wag the man. Herring 
has not seen Remling since the arrest. 

“At the preliminary hearing early in Octo- 
ber ve defense did not offer any testimony. 
Remling was held for the grand jury with- 
out bail. Later an effort was made to se- 
cure his release on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, which failed. The grand jury tia- 
dicted him for murder in the frst degree. 

““Remling is the first man to be indicted 
for the murder, and he is the man. We 
have done our work and the balance reste 
with the jury.” 


THE DEFENDANT. 


TTO RBMLING is @ years old. He 
has a common school education and 
talks with a rural dialect. He is 6 
leet 10 inches tall and weighs 165 pounds, 
His face is round, pleasing in ex- 
press'on and tas common characteris 
tics which remind the observer of some 
one resembling Remiling that he has seca 
before. His forehead has good height and 
breadth. The eyebrows are dark and well 
defined. The eyes are gray, rather than 
blue, and set the proper distance apart. His 
nose is straight, neither prominent nor 
small. The upper lip ig broad enough to bear 
a heavy mustache. Smiling lips cover reg- 
ular teeth, white and neither large nor 
emall. The chin is square enough to save 
its owner from the charge of indecision. 
His bair is almost black, thick and stiff. It 
has grown quite long in jail. Cenfine-nent 
for four months in a subterranean cell has 
made his complexion sallow. 

Remling smiles cheerfully when brought , 
from his dungeon and faces an interrogator | 
with steady eyes. 

“IT am not afraid,” he said. “They sim- 
ply think they have got to hang some- 
body for that woman's death, and after 
failing to convict four other men they have 
got me. I am unfortunate in having taken 
up with a woman. Probably I ought to 
look upon this trouble as punishment for 
that. I can show eyery place I went and 
that I was never at White Bridge. We’ 
went from my home by a different route 
through Clark County to Keokuk. There 
we crossed the Mississippi River and went 
through Hamilton and Clayton to Gales- 
burg. I left the woman at Galesburg, and 
recrossed the river at Fort Madison, Ie. 
From there 1 drove straight heme. It just 
£0 happened that the murder was commit- 
ted while 1 was away.’ 

At the time of bis arrest Remling was 
living with his widowed mother on her 
farm. The mother’s farm makes her inde- 
pendent. The Remling family is respected, 
and its various members are considered 
well fixed.

shows—originated in Japan. That 
was centuries ago. The leaf and 
flower are the emblem and crest badge of 
the Mikado, and have been, as far back 
as Japanese records extend. The hilts of 
the swords forged at the time of Go Toba 
had it hammered upon the scabbards. It 
became the form of one of the official 
seals of the realm, and there is undisputed 
evidence that China was busy with a fan- 
tastic culture of the plant as long ago as 
Confucius. There have been for hundreds 
of years feasts and festivals devoted to 
the show of the bloom in its. oriental 
homes, but neither in Japan nor in China 
did the culture take the lines which im- 
proved, the art of the flower. There was a 
tendency to make it into fantastic shapes, 
the great triumphs being obtained when 
the bush might be fashioned into the form 
of a dog or the bloom itself distorted into 
a representation of something entirely 
foreign to its own intentions. _. The Chi- 
nese trimmed and tied them up until they 
looked like pagodas, ships, horses and 
many other shapes, which satisfied very 
much the Chinese sense of beauty, but 
which were repulsive to the foreigners who 
first saw the plant on its native ground. 
Japan took to making colossal things with 
the pet, and the botanists who saw it first 
in the island kingdom laughed over the curl- 
ous devices to which the simple-minded 


folk resorted for effective exhibits at the 


festivals. 

England started the propagation of the 
modern flower in the botanic garden at 
Chelsea in 1764. The collection comprised 
only small yellow blooms. The botanists 


were disappointed in the work of getting 
new types, and for many years the chrys- 
anthemum trailed along at the tail of the 
procession, neither hideous nor attractive 
enough to take any particular position. A 
set of the old Chinese reds, less attractive 
than the poorest of the present American 
types, arrived at the Royal Gardens at Kew 
in 179%, and was forgotten as soon as the 
novelty wore out. 

America and England began to gossip 
back and forth about the eastern blossom 
with the long pedigrée about 1811. The 
English began to solve the mystery of the 
stranger’s make-up in 1835, and in eight 
years had brought out so many new types 
that the péople of Norwich prepared a 
show. This spread the fame of the com- 
ing queen, and in succeeding years chrysan- 
themum societies sprang up on all sides. 

A.man named Salter was the bold pion- 
eer who put his faith and life into the 
future of the chrysanthemum. His collec- 
tion at the time of the first English socie- 
ties numbered nearly 400 varieties, but he 
found that the bloom did not prosper under 
the cold winds and fogs of England. So he 
moved to a place not far from Versailles, 
France. He became a great distributor, 
as well as a creator, and became famous in 
his line. 

The story runs along without a break 
to the time of Robert Fortune and his expe- 
riences at Ak-sax-saw. His devotion to 
flowers amounted almost to a mania. He 
was explorer for the London Horticultural 
Society—gave his whole time to seeking bo- 
tanical novelties in foreign lands. He went 
far into Japan in 1860 and came upon this 
town, near Yeddo. It was not then as easy

Philadelphia was in the lead about 30 
years ago, It held «a show in which the 
best of the varieties brought back by Mr. 
Fortune and the best of the seedlings devei- 
oped in England were shown. The tendency 
at that time was to grow vast numbers of 
flowers on bushes as big as underbrush, the 
American pioneers boasting that it had been 
possible to get between 2000 and 3000 blos- 
soms on a chrysanthetinum shrub’ which 
measured 15 feet In circumference, They 
were of the pompon variety. and it is prob- 
able that plants like those which the ama- 
teurs began putting out at that time have 
never been surpuSsed tn China or Japan, 
and they certainly tiave not been in this 
country, 

It was this search that led to the present 
devotion which almost an annual na- 
tional craze of a month's duration, The 
Americans refused to take any of the al- 
leged informat on about propagation which 
came over the rea and started in along

new lines. There does not seem to have 
been any great discoveries until about 1884. 
The gardeners and greenhouse men in the 
East—not the ones in the trade, but those 
in private conservatories—had : spent a 
number of years experimenting with the 
seedlings. A host of new shades, wild forms 
ahd fantastic blooms resulted, and the rare 
chance of getting even one good plant from 
a thousand kept all but the most hopeful 
and persistent from the work. It was pos- 
sible to sell a worthy new one for enough 
to pay for all the failures, but the worthy 
ones were hard to get. 

The interest lagged along until 188, when 
the first show was held in New York--a 
humble exhibit at which all the plants could 
have been accommodated in a gentleman's 
parlor, and at which “Uncle John Chrysan- 
themum’’ Thorpe, who now lives in Chicago, 
showed a bloom in each of the 48 classes 
and took first prize from one end of the 
ljine to the other. 


The moment the ability to cross-breed be- 
camé established the growers became furi- 
ous in their experiments. The chrysanthe- 
mum leaped into favor with men who sup- 
plied the stocks for decoration, and the 
public suddenly found itself face to face 
with a gorgeous thing it had never before 
known. The blooms which won first prize 
in one year were not even shown in many 
cases. the next vear, being so far behind in 
all points of the scores upon scores of de- 
butantes which came crowding into the 
field. 

It has been impossible to keep faithful tab 
on the story of the chrysanthemum during 
the last 10 years. It has been in = high 
favor about this length of time, partly be- 


cause it was popularly new, partly because 
the very best of the types are absolutely 
new, and partly because it has been as 
profitable for the specialist to work in his 
chrysanthemum garden as in any other. A 
number of the great growers have done 
quite as well with their little collec¢tons 
of new plants as breeders of fine sfock 
have done with their herds of promising 
colts. 

It is positively known that an eastern 
man paid $5000 for the first set of the type 
which showed the hairy petals. 

It took the chrysanthemum a long time 
to get a place in the heart of the people, 
but it was because the people would not 
turn its way when it was a modest thing. 
As soon as it became obtrusive there was 
a change, and all over the country people 
will tell you that the chrysanthemum is 
one of the easiest things to get along with 
and one of the most cosmopolitan flowers 
on earth. It will do fairly well in the 
soot and smoke of the city, and better yet 
in the suburban garden—in neither place 
attaining the glory of the greenhouse prod- 
uct. It responds quickly to the least at- 
tention, and a rebuff or elight or cruelty 
will be shown just as soon., It must have 
sunshine, needs just enough Water and nov 
too much, and lasts longest after being 
cut in a temperature that is a bit cool. 
The bush will produce many small flowers 
or one large one—something which must 
be regulated by the taste of the grower. 
In fact, there is nothing abou the flower 
which is not known at this time. It has

“An old Quaker farmer sent me word 
that I could have all the apples from his 
orchard that I could take away. His farm 
was on the Ohlo River, and I rowed down 
stream in a skiff. They helped me load it 
full.

claimed the farmer's wife in astonish- 
ment.

“I walked miles to save car fare. One 
day, I remember, I walked eight miles 
through the rain and made $8.

THE OXIMETER, an instrument which 
by the height of a lamp’s flame measured on 
a scale, tells how much oxygen is in the air.

FLAME will not burn in which

Yet such air js frequently found in 
school rooms. In air which to each 10,000 
parts contains 1000 parts of impurities, 1400 
parts of oxygen and 7550 parts of nitrogena 
flame will not burn. . Yet, startling as this 
may seem, I have found air in school 
rooms which contained 600 parts of impur- 
ities, 1974 parts of oxygen and 74% parts of 
nitrogen. 

There is another fact which 
impressed upon the public mind. 
is not necessarily pure, nor can foul air 
purified Simply cooling it. It is 
the temperature. but the renewal of 
air which considered, 

The average person breathes 13 feet of 
cubic aireach hour. To supply this amount 
of pure air for each person in a room, and 
at the same time to get rid of the exhaled 
air at the top, admitting the fresh air so 
that it will enter with an upward sweep, 
to avoid drafts and consequently colds, is 
the problem in ventilation which the 
world js faced. 

According to men who claim to be ex- 
perts, the amount of air necessary to be 
supplied to a room differs widely. I submit 
an few statements of my own, collected dur- 
ing my 2) years’ experience in ventilation. 
But I do not confine myself to my own 
tests, Dr. R. Harvey Reed of Mansfield, O

Technology, and myself, made an inspection 
and test of the air in the school rooms of 
Cincinnati and prepared a report, which 
was read before a meeting of the American 
Medical Association in Washington. D. C., 
May 5, 1891. 

These facts, entirely independent of my 
own experience and observation, are euf- 
ficient to condemn utterly the so-called sys- 
tem of ventilation in vogue in those schools. 

Test 1 was made in the building at Canal 
and Elm streets. The outdoor air showed 
6.088 parts of carbonic acid gas. The air 
inside the room showed 16.610 parts of car- 
bonic acid gas—an increase of more than 19 
parts in passing the air through the fur- 
nace. At the breathing line there were 
13.970 parts of carbonic acid gas, while at 
the floor level there were only 11.102 parts. 
This shows that the air which came from 
the furnace into the room had 10 parts 
more carbonic acid gas than it had out- 
doors. 

Test No. 2, made in the same building on 
the following day: There was an increase 
in carbonic acid gas of 13.19 out of 10,000 
parts air. 

Test No. 6 made the building

four days later: The parts of carbonic 
acid gas outdoors were 6.038, against 11.049 
as air entered the room from the furnace. 
By this system the movement of air is 
downward from the ceiling to the outlets 
near the floor. The !mpurities should in- 
crease at the breathing line and the most 
of them should be near the floor, but the 
tests quoted show that the facts do not 
agree with the theory of the if 
the system were the proper one there should 
be but little more impure air found at any 
place in the room than out of doors, on 
account of co large an amount of air pass- 
ing through the room, which was 1000 cubic 
feet per hour for each and every person in 
the room. The tests so further that 
oxygen was consumed by » furnace, aiso 
that the circulation of air was not correct- 
ly arranged. It likew.se proves that the 
great quantity of air passing through the 
room did not purify it. The men- 
tioned take no account at all of the fuel 
question, nor do they consider any impuri- 
ties other than carbonic acid gas; neither 
do they any attention to the amount 
of oxygen in the air.

The tests, therefore, are very incomplete 
and unsatisfactory for the purpose intend- 
ed, but are sufficfent to show that the sys- 
tem of ventilation is. very poor, indeed. 

This fact is most important. Those sys- 
tems are used and adopted in general 
throughout the schools in the - United 
States. 

Prof. S. Homer Woodbridge of the Mas-

his report on ventilation.

In other words, Prof. Woodbridge means 
that to keep the air pure in a room and 
ventilate it properly requires 2000 cubic feet 
of air for each and every person in the 
room per hour. We readily realize from 
this why the coal bills run so high. 

A proper system of heating and ventila- 
tion is the maximum of pure air with the 
minimum of fuel. The mistake in taking 
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WO great meteoric displays are billed

297, according to Garrett P. Servis and 

other astronomers who are acting as ad- 

vance agents for the show, there will be. 

for two nights only, ‘‘a dazzling, pyrotech- 

nical panorama of stupendous magnitude 
and unapproachable. in beauty.’’ 

The first of these displays will result 
from the first meeting of the advancing 
columns of the great Leonid meteors, which 
envelop the éarth in fiery spectacles once 
in every 33% years, or three times in a 
century. The main mass of these meteors 
is due in November, 1899, but, since their 
array extends over a length of at least 
2,000,000,000 miles, they require not less 
than three years to pass the place where 
their orbit intersects that of the earth. Ac- 
cordingly astronomers are confident that 
their leading files will be streaming, in 
hundreds of thousands, across the point of 
intersection when our globe arrives there 
about Nov. 13 this year. 

The other great shower occurs on the 
night of Nov. 27, and will be caused by the 
meeting of the earth with the meteors 
known as the Andromedes, or Bielids, 
which are closely related to the famous 
missing comet of Biela, if they are not, in 
fact, scattered debris of that comet itseif. 
These meteors were last seen in a great 
shower in 188, when a huge ball of blazing 
iron dropped out of the sky while it was 
filled with their dazzling trains and buried 
itself in the earth near Mazapil, in Mex- 
ico. That meteor, or piece of a smashed 
comet, is now in a ‘mineralogical museum 
in Europe, and the man who finds another 
it, after the shower next month, will 
possess a treasure for which the scientific 
world will envy him.

ing produced on the plantations of our

agree that the universal amazement on the 
13th of November, 1833, was such as the 
world has very rarely experienced. 

In 1866, when the earth next encourtered 
the Leonid meteors, the display was mag- 
nificent, but not so overwhelming as in 15833. 
Brilliant showers were seen in the years 
immediately preceding and following 1¥¢e, 
and this fact is a principal reason for ex- 
pecting a display this year. Whether we 
shall now-encounter a compact coiumn of 
the meteors or a comparatively scattered 
mass no one can foretell, but that many 
will be seen may be regarded asa certaility. 
Even the precise time when the most bril- 
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liant spectacle will be presented is Wort 
known. The Harvard College observatory 
advises watchers begin their vigil about 
Nov. 11 and keep it up until the stars fade 
in the morning twillght on Nov. 15. 

The constellation Leo, from which the 
méteors appear to ¢ manate, rises about 10:30 
o'clock, that all the meteors seen be- 
fore midnight will appear shooting up like 
skyrockets from the northeastern horizon. 
Later on the radiant point approgches the 
mid-heaven in the early morning hours, 
and the tracks of the meteors, when traced 
appear to meet like the 
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ribs of a gigantic umbrella spread over the 
earth, 

“The Andromeda meteors, due on Nov. 27, 
have had even a more remarkable career 
than that of the Leonids, although their 
history is Comparatively brief. They were 
never seen before 1872, although previous to 
that time a well-known comet traveled 
in their track. Something wonderful hap- 
pened to that comet 50 years ago. Just 
what it was nobody knows—possibly a clash 
with an asteroid—but after the acvident, 
whatever it may have been, the unfortunate 
comet was found to have been broken in 
two. It survived the separation, althougn 
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its parts had been flung hundreds of thou- 
sands of miles asunder, and, continuing 
along its former orbit, came back as a 
double comet in 1859. 

But when it was next due, fn 1872, instead 
of the twin comets, a dash of meteors ap- 
peared in the sky, indicating that the com- 
ets had met with another disaster, and 
that the earth had encountered a portion of 
their shattered remnants. In 1885 the me- 
teors appeared again, and, in the midst of 
their display, as I have already told, an 
iron masse fell from the sky in Mexico. 
Now, in 1898, they are due oncé more, 


the impure air out of the room near the 
floor is from the belief that carbonic acid 
gas is heavier than air. This is true where 
it is in its natural etate and not mixed 
with air. When oxygen is changed by 
breathing into or burning into carbonic 
acid gas it has the same weight as pure 
air of the same temperature, Exhaled air 
from the lungs will rise. Carbonic acid 
gas from lights or fires rises, If these im- 
puritiés are taken out of a room at the 
bottom, they must pass our breathing line 
and therefore be inhaled. A few experi- 
ments along this line will prove how quick- 
ly the air in a room can become impure, 
when people are breathing, lights are burn- 
ing and a furnace is going at full blast. 

Air tests should be made in all public 
buildings. If this were done in the public 
schools and proper ventilation introduced, 
we would have less reason to fear contag- 
ious diseases. Sick headache and (fa- 
tigue among teachers and pupils would be- 
come things of the past. 

Why is it that so many parents object to 
their children drinking from cups provided 
in public places? Is it not thé fear of con- 
tagion? Yet these same parents permit 
these same children to go to school, church 
or theater and breathe in breath after 
breath of impure, foul and germ-filled air. 
Why should these things be? 

The fan system, by taking air In near the 
ground, is liable to take in air from sewers, 
even though the outlet be 20 or 30 feet 
away. Dust and small insects are also 
drawn into the building. 

If the fan is placed at the top, it {fs like- 
ly to draw down carbonic gas from chim. 
neys or foul air from other sources.

The Paris, Mo., Ghost. 
PARIS, MQ.>,Nov. 2.

HEN Hamlet hazgarded .to Horatio 
W the conjecture that there were 
more strange things in heaven and 
earth than were dreamt of in his (Hor- 
atio’s) philosophy, it fs not probable that 
the truth of it was half as trenchant in 
his mind as it is in the minds of the people 
‘®f Paris to-day. 
‘Ber years, at recurring periods, Paris has 
been infested with a ghost, until recently 
aA modest, quiet, well-behaved ghost, which 
walked at its appointed time and place 
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with a leisurely, self-minding dignity, paus- 
ing perchance occasionally to gaze pensive- 
ly in some window upon the dying embers 
in the grate, or to halt with melancholy 
dignity beneath some.~ sheltering maple 
while a tardy swain, late in his cups, wend- 
ed his way homeward. 


But of late, unmindful of all former pro- 
prieties, it has cut up shines ill becoming 
a respectable ghost of a respectable com- 
munity. It has chased a deputy sheriff, 
ridden home behind the driver of a city 
street sprinkler, and, naughtiest of all, 
grasped the hand of a respectable lady of 
this city when she attempted to close 
her window for the night. Such a radical 
departure from all recognized precedents 
has brought it within the realm of mate- 
rial investigation, but so far all investiga- 
tion has been fruitless in disclosing 
whether it is a creation of flesh and blood 
nervous, restless, discontented being 
from the land of shadows, twilight and 
white robes. It is certainly an esthetic 
ghost, with a delicate sense of the fitness 
of things, as it invariabfy appears in the 
autumn, most generally in the mystic 
month of October, when~the moonlight 
dances among the weird shadows on tne 
hills apd the houses sleep drowsily, en- 
econced among the trees, and the frost 
scintillates like clustered diamonds on the 
roof tops and among the naked branches; 
when the possum, hanging from the sus- 
tain‘nge limb of a friendly paw-paw tree, 
sees his grinning visage reflected in the 
waters of the classic Salt, and the bark 
of the coon sounds muffled from the dis- 
wood. 
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This story may savor strongly of Ibsen 
or Hans Andersen, but the events herein 
narrated are vouched for by men of un- 
questioned veracity—practical, everyday 
men, devoid of superstition and not even 


permeated with the wealth of negro ghost 
lore so commonly found in an ex-slave- 
holding community like this. While they 
attribute it to no supernatural agency, they 
tell the facts ase they experienced them. 

W. P. Masterson is a deputy sheriff, has 
the contract for feeding Monroe County's 
prisoners and is turnkey pf the county jail. 
Last Tuesday night he was called up at 
12 o’clock on business of some nature. As 
usual he had his keys strapped to his belt. 
When on Marion street, one block below 
Maine, he saw an object in black and 
white approaching him. The thought of a 
ghost did not occur to him, as he had paid 
but little, if any, attention to the rumors 
that were afloat in the town. However it 
approached with a steady, even glide, and 
with the instincts of a true officer he 
flasheg his lantern on it and called out for 
it to stop. But it came on unheedingly 
with its quiet, noiseless glide until within 
a few paces of Mr. Masterson. Then it 
was, he says, that he caught sight of a 
visage that will stay with him wntil death. 
It was that of a pallid, sinister looking 
woman, her eyes deep set, and a white 
cloth bound from the head to the lower 
jaw. A black skirt covered the lower por- 
tion of the body and she made absolutely 
no noise when walking on the hard oak, 
frost-covered walk. Hecried again for the 
Strange object to halt, but it moved per- 
sistently toward him. The nearer she 
came the more horrible the visage ap- 
peared. His hair began to rise on end, 
he grasped his keys to Strike, but, over- 
come with fear, shrieked and ran, the 
figure in white and black disappearing im- 
mediately. A neighbor, Mr. Hardwick, was 
awakened by his cries and investigations 
were made, but to no avail. 

Arthur Wilson is a city street sprinkler 
and lives in the vicinity of the city ceme- 
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[ICHARD WOLLE, a mild mannered 
R young -man with soft blue eyes and 

a girlish voice, has established an 
art studio in the City Jail, where he is pro- 
ducing pictures which have won for him 
the admiration of those who have seen 
them, and which have obtained for him a 
defender for his coming trial in the United 
States Court in the person of Charles P. 
Johnson. 

Wolle is charged with having used the 
United States matis for fraudulent pur- 
poses. 

He claims to be a victim of circum- 
stances, innocent of wrong doing. Federal 
officers assert that he is one of the most 
artful and most daring stamp thieves in the 
country, and that he uses the mails to se- 
cure possession of rare and valuable col- 
lections of stamps, which he appropriated 
to his own use. 

However that may be, his paintings have 
attracted much attention that he has 
received orders from Theodore Rassieur, 
Circuit Attorney Theodore C. Eggers, As- 
S.stant Circuit Attorney Krone and others, 
besides the work he has agreed to do for 
his attorney. 

Wolle was arrested three months ago at 
Oyster Bay, a Long Island summer resort, 
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and was at once brought to St. Louis. He 
has been in jail ever ance. Time hung 
heavy on his hands. There was nothing 
to interest him in the dull prison, filled with 
dull faces, and he determined to build a 
studio behind the bars. The appointments 
are rough and the surroundings dingy, but 
the light is all that could be desired, and 
Wolle is content. All day long he sits in 
the little apothecary shop west of the jail 
entrance and paints. The light in his cel} 
was so bad that Jailer Httebler gave him 


permission to use the little apartment he 
now occupies. 

He has no easel, but tacks his canvas on 
the wall. For a palette he uses a cigar box 
lid, but it has not the thumbhole and the 
peculiar shape to make it fit the hand, and 
Wolle’s improvised plaque rests on his 
lap. His assortment of tubes and brushes 
are thrown together indiscriminately on top 
of the water cooler at his elbow. 
Sometimes a guard remains in the studio. 
At others the prisoner-artist is left alone. 

Wolle tells an apparently straightforward 
story about a life of travel, commencing at 
his native city of Berlin, Germany, and ex- 
tending over the greater portion of Europe 
and much of America. , 

“I have no fear of the change against 
me,’ said Wolle. “Now that I have my 
brushes and colors and some work to do, 
I do not mind being in jail. The light is 
very good here, and F have nearly all the 
things I need to work with. Besides, I 
have orders ahead which wil] keep me busy 
until my trial comes up. When I am paint- 
ing I do not worry about other things. Be- 
fore I began to paint in here I was worried, 
because they had not given me a hearing 
of any kind. Since Gov. Johnson has taken 
my case I have no fears. 

“All tha€ can ,be truthfully said about 
me which I regret is tHat I have never 
stayed long in one place. If I had done so 
I suppose I would have been rich and set- 
tled and this would not have happened. 

“I come from a family of painters, the 
best of whom was my mother’s father, Max 
Richter. He was a portrait painter, I used 
to spend all of my time out of echool in his 
studio. I could draw better than any boy 
or girl in the school. When 14 years old I 
was apprenticed to a fresco painter to 
learn the trade and earn my own living. 
When I was 15 Grandfather Richter died, I 
remember that I was almost giad, for he 
had promised that after his death I was to 
have his brushes, and I wanted them badly. 
In later years, after I had acquired some 
sense, his death caused me bitter regrets, 
for I then realized that, had he lived, he 
would have taught me many little things 
about painting which would be of vaiue to 
me. a *% 

“The first job I a'd after serving my ap- 
Prenticeship was on the Neustadt Theater, 
at Neustadt, near Berlin. I dia all of the 
decorating by myself and painted the cur- 
tain and ecenery. I was so highly compli- 
mented by older men that I thought I 
could paint my way anywhere I wanted to 
go. I began to travel at once, and went aj] 
over Euripe, I worked {in most of the capi. 
tals. 

“After being gone three years I went 
back to Berlin. I stayed there only a 
little while, but during that time I did 
some of the scroll work on the celling of 
the Reichstag hall, which was being dec. 
orated., 

“I came to America in 1893 I was then 
23 years old. I had no ‘money, as I 
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never been saving, but I was confident

IS RICHARD WOLLE, ARTIST,

The Richard Wolle in the Rogues’ Gallery of St. Louis, 


now an inmate of the City Jail. 
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I could make plenty over here. I landed 
at Baltimore and came direct to St. Louis, 
the home of my aunt, Katherine Aechter, 
who is now living at 1812 North Twelfth 


street. 

“During my stay here I worked for 
Grimme & Doellner and for a man named 
Spicard, who is not here now, Most of 
my work was done in residences in the 
West End. i took one job myself, the 
residence of Mr. Russell of the Frisco 
Railroad, who lives at 4549 Westminster 
place. I got $900 for the entire house and 
painted a three-quarter length life-size 
portrait of Mr. Russell, for which I re- 
ceived $140 additional. 

“I did some work on the ‘Union Station. 
One piece I remember particularly is the 
border of roses around the ceiling of the 
ladies’ waiting room.

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“T eventually got back to St. Louis, 
broke. Last January I met the game 
Kaiser at the corner of Sixth and Locust 
streets. He said he.was agent for several 
manufacturing concerns, took subscriptions 
for the Fliegende Blaetter agp collected 
stamps. His office was at Th, South 
Fourteenth street. 

“Il went to work for him soliciting sub- 
acriptions for the Fliegende Blaetter. I 
had no money and at that time of the year 
there was nothing to he had as a decorator, 
and I was glad of the chance to make a 
few pennies. ~ 

“I went to his office mornife Wand even- 
ing. On two or three occasions he had mo 
write letters for him, about stamps and 
other of the business in which he was en- 
gaged. In about two weeks I found there 
was no money for me in soliciting. I 
scraped up enough money to get a ticket 
to New York and left. 

“I worked at my profession in New York 
City and Brooklyn and alsd at Oyster Bay. 
At the last place made a contract to 
work for a decorator named A. M. Tomaski 
for a year at $31 per week. I had worked 
for him about two months when I was ar- 
rested. My employer, not Knowing me, 
thought I was guilty and paid no atten- 
tion to my trouble. 

“I was brought here and locked in jaf 
Without a trial of any kind, and here J 
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have remained ever since. They dia take 
me before Chief Desmond once. He asked 
me if I had written some letters which he 
had, the ones I told you I wrote for Kaiser. 
I said that I had written them. That is 
all I know about the charge against me.” 

Deputy Postoffice Inspector Paul Wil- 
liams said: “‘Wolle is an expert thief, aa 
accomplished Mar and a fair painter. He 
is the Slickest stamp thief in the country. 
He won't tell Wiere his latest partner, Kal- 
ser, is. 

“They rented a room on South Four- 
teenth street together, fur two weeks, pay- 
ing in advance for that time. The letter- 
heads called the firm Kaiser & Co. Wolle 
wrote to stamp dealers, asking for con- 
signnfents of card stamps, to be paid for 
if approved after examination. As refer- 
ence he gave the Reichmueller Manufac- 
turing Co., with an address on Franklin 
avenue, which does not exist. The dealers 
who wrote to this reference always re- 
ceived replies that satisfied them of the 
honesty of Kaiser & Co. Wolle and his 
partner got the Reichno eller mall at the 
postoffice and. Kaiser wrote the refere.xces 

“Wolle was in jail at Columbus, 0O., ft 
the summer of 1897 for stealing valuabiy 
Stamps while examining them. He was 
held in the sum of $300 for the grand jury. 
He jumped his bond. 


There is only one Richard Wolle. He is

the man now in jail In Si Louls. His 
aliases are Paul Fisher and Herman Kal- 
ser. The picture of him in the Columbus 
rogues’ galery and the one made here & 
few days ag0O are ident ical.”’ 

Whatever Wolle may have done, he is 
certainly a genius with a brush.” sald At- 
torney Crone. “He has painted me a head 
of Constantine the Great. which I would 
not part with.

What Some Adepts Did. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
{ILE pursuing my investigations, a 


7 
W member of my own family became 


greatly interested and developed’ 
occult and pschychic powers that greatly 
aided our experiments, which were often 
participated in by three or four of my own 
household and a friend, a student of many 
subjects and wide travel, with his wife 
and one or two personal friends of both 
families. 

On one euch occasion, while sitting in the 
parlor of our home, our sensitive, whom I 
will call E., signaled silence and began to 
repeat what she heard clairvoyantly, and 
I, acting as reporter, took down what she 
repeated, which she stated was very dif- 
ferent In tone fr6m her general clairvoy- 
ient experiences, having a metallic and mé@« 
chanical sound. I will not attempt to re- 
peat what was said, but the purport was 
that the speaker claimed to be a chemist, 
an adept, living in Calcutta. He gave his 
name and residence, described his sur~ 
roundings, the American and English ves- 
sels lying in the harbor in sight of his 
home at the time, giving the name of his 
native servant, who was attending him, 
and the name of an adept residing at 
Paris, France, who knew all about him. 

He particularly wished us to understand 
that his method of communication was his 
own discovery, partly chemical and partly 
mechanical. That he had delved into chem- 
istry and alchemy as few men of this day 
had and had discovered a certain chemi 
combination which enabled him to 
with us by means of his mechanical] in- 
vention which we understood to have some 
features analogous to the telephone end 
the phonograph, hence the metallic mechan- 
ical sound which had been noticed in his 
voice. He entered into discussion of the 
subject which was especially engaging our 
attention at the time of his interruption, 
disagreeing with our conclusions and ridi- 
culing them with some sharpness and «@ 
g0°od deal of force, stating that he had over. 
heard what we had been saying. He gave 
us promptly, on being asked, the time of 
day at Calcutta, which we afterward found . 
to be correct. During the following week 
we held several conversations with him, 
when they ceased, to our surprise, as he had 
promised us certain information to verify : 
his statements. We were informed in sour 
subsequent investigation of the matter that 
a chemist of gkill, a reputed deliver ime 
mysterious thf figs, but a recluse, of the 
name given, lived at the place stated and 
died somewhat suddenly’ of a quick fever 
shortly after our communications ceased;

We were sorfortunate at one time as to 
have working relations with a brotherhood 
of Persian adepts of a very high order.

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{MUSCULAR TRAINING OF FAIR 
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HE professional dancer before she can attain any 
T degree of proficiency must undergo a very rigid 
and exacting course of training lasting for sev- 
eral months, or even years. * Ease and gracefulness, 
it is not generally realized, can only be gbtained at 
the price of an immense amount of downright hard 
work. Almost every dance among the more difficult 
ones requires unusual strength in some particular 
muscle or a free use of some tendon. and this can 
only be obtained by regular exercise and training. 
Instruction of this sort is given regularly by gymna- 
slums and teachers of physical culture, both privately 
and in classes. ' 

The popularity throughout the country of the vari- 
ous dances which introduce high kicking has brought 
an immense amount of work to the physical in- 
structors. It may not be generally known that a 
high-kicker requires from four to six months of reg- 
ular training before she can perform this feat suc- 
cessfully. High kicking. acx ording to a physical} in- 
structor of wide experience in New York, requires no 
special muscular development. The only muscles 
used to any extent are those of the upper thigh, and 
these need be only normally developed. On the other 
hand, a girl with very muscular limbs can never be- 
come a good high-kicker. 

High kicking, as a matter of fact. requires little 
muscular effort: The muacies of the leg should also 
be kept quite soft throughout the training. The art 
of high kicking is to absolutely relax all the muscles 
of the leg as it le sent up. It is necessary first. how- 
ever, to stretch the tendons of the knee so that they 
will permit the leg to be straightened out. This is 
done by continued pMRotising of the “split” or by 
holding the leg as high in the air as possible and 
keeping it there. The dancer is also required to kick 
weeks with a leaden weight of about 
three-quarters of a pound placed in the toe of her 
shoe. This weight enables the dancer to swing the 
toe higher and more quickly. 

The most difficult of all! dancing and that which 
requires the most preparation is that of the ballet. 
Ballet dances require an abnormal development of 
the muscles of the calf of the leg. Unitke the high- 
kicker, the ballet-dancer does all her work with the

The ordinary dances which include the backward 
forward and side steps require an even muscular de 
velopment of the entire leg. The strain even of thes 
less difficult dances is much greater than most people 
imagine and requires an unusual muscular develop- 
ment. It is common for a dancer, after obtaining an 
engagement from some theatrical manager in th: 
spring, to spend the entire summer vacation in som« 
city gymnasium in order to obtain the strength nec 
essary for such work.

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MRS. JEREMIAH GURTIN'S WANDERINGS. 
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RS. JEREMIAH CUR- 
M TIN, wife of the trans- 
lator of ‘‘Quo Vadis,” 
leads a cosmopolitan exis- 
tence that is vastly fas- 
cinating, full af adventure 
and not given to repeating 

itself. 

Mr. Curtin’s pursuit of knowledge 
leading American philologist and prominent 
quarian has led him into many out of the beaten 
paths of travel. Wherever he goes his wife accom- 
panies him, performing the duties of secretary and 
the actual labor of preparing all of Mr. Curtin’s 
voluminous translations. 

For months they have lived among the remote 
Northern Californian Indians, where the older In- 
dians (from whom the Curtins were obtaining legends 
and myths of the Creation) spoke no English and 
were not touched by civilization.
